Brent Lacey of Melbourne, Australia, was 
awarded the Queen of England’s Order of 
Australia in May of this year for the success of 
his Red Ribbon Project in Australia and for the 
tireless commitment he’s shown to the gay and 
lesbian community.

His sense of compassion and tal¬ 
ent for leadership launched a project, 
still in existence, that has resulted now in 
highest honors from the Crown. 


Gay South Africans Nkoli, Ditsie To Speak on Thursday

Bay Area residents will have 
another chance to meet South 
African activist Tseko Simon 
Nkoli this week before he 
returns to his homeland. 

On Thursday, July 7, begin¬ 
ning at 7:30 p.m., the gay civil 
rights activist will speak at San 
Francisco’s City of Refuge 
Church, located at 754 14th 
Street. 

Nkoli will be joined by Bev 
Ditsie, co-chair of the Gay and 
Lesbian Organization of 
Witwatersrand (GLOW) and a 
key organizer of South Africa’s 


first lesbian and gay pride 
march in 1990. They are travel¬ 
ing throughout America to raise 
consciousness here about South 
Africa’s current political climate 
and to raise funds for people 
with AIDS there. 

Nkoli is one of South 
Africa’s more famous crusaders 
for equality. He first gained 
attention for championing gay 
rights in his home country while 
in prison from 1984-88. During 
those three years, he concentrat¬ 
ed on educating his fellow pris¬ 
oners about homophobia and 
issues of real concern to les¬ 
bians and gays. Several of those 


with whom he debated the cause 
of gay rights behind bars have 
since gone on to assume posi¬ 
tions of importance in the 
nation’s new “post-apartheid” 
government. 

Once Nkoli was released, he 
joined with Ditsie and others to 
establish GLOW as an alterna¬ 
tive to the country’s predomi¬ 
nant gay group at the time, the 
Gay Association of South 
Africa. GLOW now calls itself 
the “only non-racist, non-sexist 
openly lesbian and gay organi¬ 
zation” in the nation. 

Soon after that, Nkoli 
helped to form the Township 


AIDS Project, still a vital sup¬ 
port for South African people 
with HIV; helped to establish 
Inversion, the first South 
African gay and lesbian maga¬ 
zine; and proved instrumental 
in getting lesbian and gay 
rights in the country’s new 
constitution. South African his¬ 
tory was made when Nkoli, as 
an openly gay man, was nomi¬ 
nated to the Provential assem¬ 
bly this year. 

He and Ditsie have already 
made two Bay Area appearances 
as part of their two-month U.S. 
tour. Sponsoring organizations 
of their travels throughout 


Northern California include the 
National Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention, the Brothers 
Network, the San Francisco 
chapter of Black and White Men 
Together, the Bay Area Haitian 
American Council, the Bay Area 
Southern Africa Network, the 
International Action Center, and 
the Black Coalition on AIDS. 

A sliding fee of $5-10 is 
requested of those attending 
Thursday night’s “An Evening 
with Simon & Bev,” but no one 
will be turned away for lack of 
funds.

Precedent-Setting Gay Civil Rights Bill Introduced

The U.S. Congress is about to begin reviewing a proposed new 
bill that would prohibit employers from discriminating on the basis 
of an employee’s sexual orientation in the context of hiring, Firing, 
promotion, or compensation. 

“The Employment Non-Discrimination Act [ENDA] is a great 
endeavor. It is another significant step on freedom’s journey - 
another milestone in the civil rights march of our time,” said 
Massachusetts Senator Edward M. Kennedy at a June 23 press con¬ 
ference where he introduced the bill. 

“This bill is not about granting special rights,” said Kennedy. “It 
is about righting senseless wrongs.” 

Representatives from approximately two dozen supporting orga¬ 
nizations were arrayed behind him as Kennedy spoke. A bevy of 
television cameras, reporters, and supporters before him jammed 
the hearing room of the Senate Labor and Human Resources 
Committee. 

‘This bill is not about statistics. It is about real Americans whose 
lives and livelihoods are being shattered by prejudice,” said 
Kennedy. He cited examples from across the nation. 

“Job discrimination is not only un-American, it is unprofitable

San Francisco Supervisors Susan Leal and 
Carole Migden have joined scores of other lesbian 
and gay leaders and AIDS advocates around the 
country who are calling for President Clinton to 
replace Kristine Gebbie as the coordinator of the 
National AIDS Policy Office. 

“There is no national plan to fight AIDS. 
Whether its absence is due to institutional impedi¬ 
ments of the National AIDS Policy Office or the 
lack of aggressive leadership by your coordinator 
is unclear. The fact remains that although your 
record is better than your predecessors, it is a dis¬ 
appointment to millions of Americans, especially 
in the lesbian and gay community, who desperate¬ 
ly want to see strong action on AIDS initiated by 
you,” Leal and Migden wrote to Clinton in a July 
6 letter. 

The Supervisors also personally called on 
Gebbie to step down. 

“President Clinton’s promises about a strong 
AIDS leadership have not been achieved. For this 
reason, we believe that your stepping down from 
your position would allow the broad consideration 
of changes by the president in structuring an office 
that sets AIDS policy instead of just tracking it,” 
the Supervisors wrote Gebbie July 5. 

Migden and Leal then called on Gebbie to issue 
a direct and candid report to the American people 
that explains why there is no strong national AIDS 
policy - and what steps she urges for her succes¬ 
sor. 

A groundswell of calls for Gebbie’s replace¬ 
ment began on May 11 when the National 
Association of People with AIDS called for 
Gebbie’s firing and a restructuring of the Office of 
National AIDS policy. 

Activists and AIDS experts have charged that 
Gebbie and ONAP failed to support increased fed¬ 
eral prevention funding and failed to fast track 
Ryan White Fund reauthorization. 

Gebbie, critics charged, also failed to defend 
the National Office of AIDS Research against 
Congressional critics who wanted to slash its bud¬ 
get and authority. 

Gebbie has also failed to support needle 
exchange or protest travel and immigration

restrictions against people with AIDS, accord¬ 
ing to Mobilization Against AIDS Director and 
San Francisco Health Commissioner Mike 
Shriver. 

Although activists say that much of the problem 
is in the structure of the office, they also charge 
that Gebbie lacks the vision and intellectual capac¬ 
ity for the job. 

Gebbie was appointed to the post on June 25, 
1993. 

‘The AIDS epidemic is growing more complex 
and intransigent. We need a White House coordi¬ 
nator that keeps AIDS in the center of the 
President’s radar screen, not a public relations 
spokesperson who spends her time giving speech¬ 
es and making public appearances,” said Daniel 
Bross, head of the D.C.-based AIDS Action 
Council. 

Although the call for Gebbie’s resignation is 
growing daily. White House Press Secretary Dee 
Dee Myers has told reporters that Gebbie enjoys 
the confidence of Clinton and there are no plans to 
dismiss her. T

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SF Weekly Controversy Escalates

Community United Against 
Violence, the president of the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club, and a pro¬ 
gressive candidate for supervi¬ 
sor have joined the rising chorus 
of criticism and concern over 
the SF Weekly's new sex advice 
column “Savage Love.” 

But, says the columnist, the 
critics are all professionals who 
are paid to “have their panties in 
a bunch.” Dan Savage, the 
Seattle-based author of the col¬ 
umn, is an openly gay man who 
begins each letter in his sexual 
advice column in the SF Weekly 
with the salutation “Hey 
Faggot.” It’s been an attention- 
grabber from the start, and not 
all the attention has been posi¬ 
tive. 

“It’s outrageous,” charged 
Ken Bukowski, president of the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club. 

Bukowski told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the SF Weekly 
“would never” have printed a 
column that included such 
offensive hate speech as “Hey 
Nigger” or “Hey Chink” and 
“that thousands of people would 
have descended on the paper’s 
headquarters” in outrage if it 
had. 

Savage and the Weekly were 
criticized last week by the Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation (GLAAD) for 
including the anti-gay hate epi¬ 
thet as the salutation for letters. 
“They are using sensationalist 
language to self-promote a 
newspaper on the backs of the 
lesbian and gay community,” 
charged Tom Di Maria, 
GLAAD’s executive director. 

“It’s not his column, is it?” 
Savage responded to the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Where has he 
been? I believe I went to a gay 
pride parade in San Francisco 
last year which was called Year 
of The Queer. I’m a gay man, I 
can call myself a faggot if I 
want to.”

“It’s a very simple equation. 
Hate speech leads to violence,” 
charged Lester Olmsted-Rose, 
director of Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV). 

Di Maria and lesbian and 
queer nationalist Jill Tregor of 
Intergroup Clearing House, a 
hate violence reduction pro¬ 
gram, say the controversy has 
nothing to do with queer nation¬ 
alist issues or with Savage’s 
right to use the epithet. “I don’t 
think the majority of gay men 
would find the term accept¬ 
able,” Di Maria said. 

Olmstead-Rose agrees. “Of 
course, he can say what he 
wants, but he’s still using hate 
speech in a straight newspaper,” 
Olmsted-Rose told the B.A.R. 
“The use of the word grew out 
of lesbian and gay streetlife, but 
it’s still a hate epithet. It’s a very 
direct link. Context is every¬ 
thing. It’s a straight newspaper. 
It’s damaging to the lesbian and 
gay community - and certainly 
to the newspaper.” 

Savage also dismissed criti¬ 
cism by sex educators and ther¬ 
apists that he responded to read¬ 
ers’ questions with sarcastic and 
abusive humor. 

“Their concerns are mis- 


not like I find letters blowing 
down the street from innocent 
bystanders. People aren’t made 
of glass. I think they can take it. 
Part of the problem I have with 
advice columnists is that they 
are too nice. I receive a lot of 
letters from people who obvi¬ 
ously are idiots or assholes.” 

SF Weekly editor Andrew 
O’Hehir this week also dis¬ 
missed the criticism by GLAAD 
and Tregor. 

“We understand that the pub¬ 
lic use of terms like ‘queer,’ 
‘fag’ and ‘dyke’ remains prob¬ 
lematic for some lesbians and 
gay men...” O’Hehir acknowl¬ 
edged, but also said, “It’s unfair 
of Conkin and the B.A.R. to 
imply that GLAAD’s response 
represents the unified opinion of 
local lesbian and gay leaders 
when we all know the situa¬ 
tion’s more complicated than 
that.” 

“That’s just so patronizing 
and offensive. It’s unbelievably 
condescending,” Tregor said. 

It’s not just “some lesbians 
and gays,” countered Di Maria. 
GLAAD is a “grassroots 
agency” with a diverse member¬ 
ship group and has “a very cred¬ 
ible opinion” in the area of 
media defamation against the 
lesbian and gay community, he 
said. 

Longtime progressive gay 
activist, onetime school board 
president, and current candidate 
for the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors Tom Ammiano 
agreed with Di Maria about the 
importance of GLAAD. 

“I didn’t realize [O’Hehir] 
said that. I take GLAAD’s opin¬ 
ion very seriously,” Ammiano 
said. “GLAAD’s opinion is very 
important in the community.” 

Ammiano told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he had contacted 
SF Weekly to arrange a meeting 
between activists and the news¬ 
paper over the controversy. 

At press time Di Maria said 
he had not heard from SF 
Weekly. ▼

Giant Leather Benefit 
For ‘The Spanner 16’

San Francisco-area leather 
and SM activists will hold a 
Sunday, July 10 benefit for 16 
British men who were convicted 
in 1990 of assault - for partici¬ 
pating in consensual (albeit ille¬ 
gal) SM activities. 

The fundraiser will be held at 
the Women’s Building, located 
at 3543 18th Street, from 1-5 
p.m. and will aid the National 
Leather Association defense 
fund for the British men. 

The men, now known as the 
Spanner 16, were arrested and 
tried on assault and other 
charges for participating in con¬ 
sensual sadomasochistic sex 
practices. 

The 16 adults, none of whom 
are professional porn actors, 
were filmed in private homes 
and were arrested following the 
release of an explicit SM film 
called The Dungeons of Europe. 

Some of the men received 
four-and-a-half-year prison sen¬ 
tences from the British courts 


for participating in the consen¬ 
sual SM practices. 

An appeal has been rejected 
by the British Appeal Court, and 
a final appeal is set to go before 
the European Court of Human 
Rights. 

Sadomasochistic sexual 
practices like spanking and fla¬ 
gellation are outlawed in Great 
Britain. Individuals who have 
the acts performed on them can 
be convicted of aiding and abet¬ 
ting in their own assaults and 
face prison terms, as do those 
who perform the acts. 

“What is important about this 
case is that these were private 
and consenting acts of sexual 
behavior,” said Peter Fiske, 
chairman of the Fifteen 
Association. “No one was 
injured in any way. Some of the 
activities including tattooing 
and piercing. The arrests started 
a reign of terror in Britain. 
Police began raiding people’s 
homes and confiscating their 
videotape recorders and their 
sex toys.” 


Fiske told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the appeal 
defense would cost an estimated 
$160,000, and a decision by the 
court was expected at the end of 
the year. 

Among the leather and SM 
groups participating in the after¬ 
noon benefit are The Outcasts, 
The Fifteen Association, Links, 
QSM, Venus Infers, Mr. S. 
Leathers, Desmodeus, and other 
groups. 

Booths at the benefit will be 
selling leather and SM wares and 
goods, according to Fiske. In 
addition to hot shopping oppor¬ 
tunities, special services - such 
as bootshines and on-the-spot 
flagellation - will be offered. 

Emcees of the event are 
Skeeter and Daddy Irwin Kane.

S.F. Gay Vets Honor 
A Great Gay Military Leader

America’s only lesbian and 
gay American Legion Post, San 
Francisco’s own Alexander 
Hamilton Post #448, held a spe¬ 
cial commemoration of a gay 
“founding father” as part of the 
Stonewall 25 celebration. 
Members of the post, and other 
lesbian and gay veterans, assem¬ 
bled at Alexander Hamilton’s 
New York City gravesite to 
honor and recognize the post’s 
namesake as an outstanding gay 
American veteran with the 
young country’s military. 

In fact, Hamilton did more 
than merely serve in the fledg¬ 
ling U.S. Army: he also 
authored its first military regu¬ 
lations. Interestingly, he created 
those statutes - which, of 
course, did not exclude homo¬ 


sexuals from military service at 
that time - after closely working 
with the equally gay Baron von 
Steuben. The Prussian-born von 
Steuben created the Continental 
Army for George Washington, 
and is credited with introducing 
military techniques from his 
homeland that successfully 
fought off the Redcoat threat. 

According to Paul Hardman, 
the author of Homoaffection- 
alism , Hamilton’s correspon¬ 
dence reveals his homosexuali¬ 
ty; of particular significance are 
letters he sent his apparent lover, 
John Laurens. Laurens, who 
died at the age of 28, was also a 
soldier - and the son of the pres¬ 
ident of the Continental 
Congress. 

Seven years after Laurens’s 
death, Hamilton became the first 
Secretary of the United States 


Treasury. He served in that 
capacity for six years, until 1795, 
and died in 1804 at the age of 47. 

The Alexander Hamilton 
Post of the American Legion 
was formed in 1984 to create a 
gay-positive environment for 
lesbian and gay veterans who 
were, or felt they were, unwel¬ 
come elsewhere. By now the 
post boasts approximately 350 
members, most of whom are 
Bay Area residents. Meetings 
are held the third Thursday of 
every month, beginning at 7 
p.m., in room 202 of the San 
Francisco War Memorial 
Veterans Building, located at 
401 Van Ness. Visitors, whether 
veterans or not, are welcome. T

It’s AIDS Walk Time Again

Tens of thousands of partici¬ 
pants from all walks of life are 
expected at the eighth annual 
AIDS Walk San Francisco on 
Sunday, June 17. 

Once again, the day of the 
AIDS Walk promises much 
more than walking. Ceremonies 
will be held both before and 
after the event, and walkers can 
look forward to musical enter¬ 
tainment and free refreshments 
provided by sponsors. 

Organizers hope to build on 
the success of previous AIDS 
Walks, which have raised $12 
million in seven years and are 
by now the most profitable 
fundraiser in Northern 
California. Last year 17,000 
walkers and their sponsors con¬ 
tributed some $2.7 million. Of 
that, “almost $1.9 million” - or 
70.37 percent - “was net profit 
to be shared by participating 
agencies,” according to official 
figures. The remainder of the 
funds went to pay expenses, 
including the customary ten per¬ 
cent gross assessment by the 
producers of the event, Craig 
Miller, Richard Zeichik and 
Associates. 

As in the past, the primary 
recipient this year will be the 
San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, which will receive 


half of the net profits. The 
remaining 50 percent will be 
divided among the following 
two dozen other support agen¬ 
cies: 

ACT UP/Golden Gate; the 
AIDS Emergency Fund; AIDS 
Project of Contra Costa; 
Asian/Pacific AIDS Coalition; 
Bay Area Young Positives; 
Bayview-Hunter’s Point 
Foundation AIDS Services; the 
CAEAR Coalition; the Center 
for AIDS Services; Continuum 
HIV Day Services; El Instituto 
Familiar De La Raza, Inc.; the 
GAPA Community HIV Project; 
HIV Prevention Point; the 
Marin AIDS Project; the 
Mission Neighborhood Health 
Center; Mobilization Against 
AIDS ; the Most Holy Redeemer 
AIDS Support Group; the 
National Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention; Planned Parenthood 
Alameda/San Francisco; Project 
Open Hand - East Bay Services; 
the San Mateo County AIDS 
Program; the San Francisco 
Black Coalition on AIDS; 
Shanti Project; the STOP AIDS 
Project; and the UCSF AIDS 
Health Project. 

Funds will be used for a vari¬ 
ety of endeavors and projects, 
from ACT UP’s anti-popper 
campaign, to Prevention Point’s 
efforts to supply clean works to 
intravenous drug users; and 


from the AIDS Emergency 
Fund’s direct financial assis¬ 
tance to PWAs, to Bay Area 
Young Positive’s support group 
for HIV-positive youth. 

Walkers in AIDS Walk San 
Francisco, like other “thons,” 
recruit sponsors who pledge to 
contribute a dollar amount for 
every kilometer walked of a ten- 
kilometer course. The average 
participant raises about $177, 
but some walkers last year 
raised over $40,000. As a bonus 
and incentive, all participants 
who turn in more than $100 will 
receive a ticket to the annual 
Thank You Extravaganza in 
August; those who contribute 
$200 or more will get two tick¬ 
ets to the dance party, which 
will be held at the San Francisco 
Marriott. 

According to the most recent 
figures, more than 19,000 walk¬ 
ers have already signed up for 
the 1994 AIDS Walk, an 18 per¬ 
cent increase over last year’s 
participation. Organizers are 
still appealing for volunteers to 
help with the logistics of the 
event, however. Those who vol¬ 
unteer on the day of the walk 
will be credited with walking 
the full ten kilometers.

Justice Comes to Walnut Creek

Two men who were evicted 
from their Walnut Creek apart¬ 
ment in 1992 because one had 
AIDS were victims of unlawful 
discrimination, a federal judge 
determined Friday, June 17. And 
although one of the men, Carlos 
Guevara, has since died, the 
court ordered damages to be 
awarded to the survivor, Warren 
Sanford, and to Guevara’s 
estate. 

Federal Administrative Law 
Judge William Cregar ruled 
against landlords Elroy R. and 
Dorothy Bums, who originally 
stated they wanted to evict the 
gay men because the apartment 
was slated for upkeep - but 
which they later acknowledged 
was false. Cregar also called 
“pretextual” the Bums’ claims 
that Sanford’s bleached hair 
neutralized the chlorine in the 
apartment complex swimming 
pool, as well as allegations that 
the couple invited overnight 
guests without permission - and 
did not recycle! 


Cregar noted that Guevara 
and Sanford were served with 
the eviction notice one day after 
the manager of the complex 
learned Guevara was hospital¬ 
ized, which was discovered by 
rooting through the couple’s 
garbage. The decree handed 
down by Cregar found the land¬ 
lords responsible for actions 
taken by the apartment manager, 
even if they had no specific 
knowledge of those actions. 

“Blind ratification of dis¬ 
criminatory actions, and false 
after-the-fact justification of 
those actions, will not be toler¬ 
ated,” the judge wrote in his 
decision. He assessed the Bums 
$1,500 in civil penalties and 
more than $83,000 in damages 
to be paid to Sanford and to 
Guevara’s estate, and also 
required them to keep detailed 
records of vacancies, applicants, 
inquiries, and the circumstances 
of every eviction and voluntary 
tenancy termination. Those 
records will be shared with the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development on a quar¬ 


terly basis. 

Among the surprises in 
Cregar’s ruling was the finding 
that the relationship between 
Sanford and Guevara “could 
indeed be likened to a success¬ 
ful marriage,” which was part of 
the basis for awarding damages 
to Sanford for emotional dis¬ 
tress. But it was for Guevara 
that the judge had the most 
obvious concern. 

“Distress over the eviction 
pervaded the last months of Mr. 
Guevara’s life. The pleasures 
and comforts of life at [his 
apartment] were irretrievably 
lost to him. His forced reloca¬ 
tion caused anxiety over his 
health and sanitation and left 
him a lonely, painful existence 
without friends, neighbors, and 
familiar surroundings,” he 
wrote. 

Sanford was awarded 
$30,000 compensation for emo¬ 
tional distress and over $3,000 
for out-of-pocket economic 
damages. Guevara’s estate was 
awarded $50,000 for emotional 
distress. ▼

Go Fourth Boldly 

Last Monday evening a few hundred San Franciscans who 
had gathered to watch the July 4 fireworks display got an 
object lesson in democracy, like it or not. They had assembled 
near the reservoir between Hyde and Larkin streets in a won¬ 
derfully diverse assortment of ages, shapes, genders, and sex¬ 
ual orientations, all of whom seemed comfortable with their 
surroundings. Hampers were unpacked, babies were dia¬ 
pered, joints were smoked, and Mark Twain’s comment about 
San Francisco summers was repeated a few dozen times. 
Everyone was happy. 

Until the thugs arrived with firecrackers. 

Suddenly the mood of the crowd turned tense, as thunder¬ 
ous and dangerous cherry bombs started exploding uncom¬ 
fortably close by. At first it was impossible to determine who 
was responsible, but eventually one motley quartet was seen 
setting off a rocket that shot into the crowd and hit a child, 
thankfully without serious injury. 

Only one person in the crowd challenged the toughs by 
standing up and demanding they leave the area. Amazingly, 
as the thugs arrogantly refused, the other 400-or-so people 
watched silently, apparently embarrassed. Although they 
knew their safety had been threatened, as well as the safety of 
the kids who were also there, they chose to stay silent rather 
than risk the anger of four petty criminals with a paper bag of 
fireworks. 

And while it’s not impossible to understand that instinct 
for survival, it seemed that the people in the crowd just gave 
up democracy and their rights as Americans - on the very day 
they were supposed to be celebrating them. They caved in to 
loud noise and smoke and fear, as many others have through¬ 
out history, without getting anything in return except some 
personal peace. 

Sometimes peace at any price is just too damn expensive. 

Eventually the one voice railed insistently enough to get 
the cherry bombers to leave, but only after demanding from 
everyone else, “Am I the only one here who feels this way?” 
A lowing of doleful “No”s answered his question: no, he was 
not alone, but yes, he was the only one willing to stand up at 
that moment for his right to be left alone. 

With so much senseless crime and brutality in America 
these days - we refer to convicted felons winning GOP nom¬ 
ination to Senate races, and not just property crimes - many 
of us forget we have a recognized right to be left alone. But 
we do, according to the U.S. Supreme Court: Roe v. Wade is 
based on that principle, which may be why the far right is so 
determined to see it overturned. 

Homophobia violates that principle. 

Gay bashing, whether verbal, physical, or legislative (like 
Amendment 2); HIV quarantines; sodomy laws; unfair child 
custody laws: these are violations. And like the jerks at the 
reservoir, the thugs who indulge in violating us must be 
stopped. 

That can only happen when bullies are faced down, 
whether or not they have the advantage in firepower. 

Such was the point of what Abbie Hoffman used to call 
“the first American Revolution,” kicked off one July Fourth 
208 years ago. The men and women who fought that war 
faced worse than cherry bombs in battle because they 
believed that what they would have faced in mindless peace 
would have been worse. We have seen ACT UP and other 
activists commit to that same principle and fight, but they 
usually have to spend too much time imploring the larger 
crowd to join in: “Am / the only one here who feels this 
way?” they seem to cry out. 

ACT UP is not the only group of fighters, obviously; there 
is a group that’s right for everyone out there. (Some even join 
the Log Cabin Club - and a few of those may even challenge 
the Republican Party’s homophobia.) The point is to let every 
voice be heard, to not acquiesce in the face of loud opposi¬ 
tion, and to keep our freedoms. They are, ultimately, more 
important than the fireworks overhead. And more beautiful.T

Are we so masochistic or so suicidal that we’d 
knowingly purchase a product and enrich the owners 
who will essentially use our own money against us to 
deny us our rights or perhaps even to kill us? Will we 
have to be loaded into boxcars with signs on the side 
saying they are sponsored by the Coors Beer Co., 
before we believe they are our enemies and their money 
is definitely used to foster anti-gay causes all across the 
country? ▼ 
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Dear Faggot . . . 

If it’s true that all publicity is good publicity, per¬ 
haps we should be grateful for the attention reporter 
Dennis Conkin lavished on the reaction to S.F. Week¬ 
ly’s publication of Dan Savage’s sex-advice column 
“Savage Love” (“ Weekly Humorous: Is It Empower¬ 
ing or Homophobic?,” June 30). We cretainly hope that 
Bay Area Reporter readers will discover Dan’s column 
and enjoy it. Nonetheless, reading Conkin’s fatally 
slanted article was a highly depressing experience, 
largely because we believe that S.F. Weekly, the 
B.A.R. and the Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation (GLAAD) share a fundamental commit¬ 
ment to civil rights and civil liberties and should be 
fighting the good fight against injustice and inequality 
as allies, rather than sniping at each other. 

Tom Di Maria and Jill Tregor are certainly entitled 
to their negative opinions about Dan Savage’s column, 
and its “Hey, Faggot” salutation. As a journalist, I un¬ 
derstand that controversy makes for a good story, and 
all of us at S.F. Weekly would be happy to participate 
in genuine dialogue around the issues raised by 
“Savage Love.” But it is unfair of Conkin and the B.A.R 
to imply that GLAAD’s response represents the 
unified opinion of “local lesbian and gay leaders,” 
when we all know the situaton is much more com¬ 
plicated than that. Are you seriously trying to con¬ 
vince your readership that you couldn’t find any 
lesbians or gay men who liked Savage’s column? We’d 
be happy to direct you to some. 

Conkin’s article, to be sure, is based on a classic 
good-guy/bad-guy formula, with Di Maria and Tregor 
(people whose work I respect) as the crusaders for 
justice and fairness, and me as the evil heterosexual 
editor promoting dangerous stereotypes. Given that, 
it’s probably fortunate that Conkin never spoke to 
Savage, the proudly and openly gay author of the 
column, who sees his insistence that readers address 
him as “faggot” — especially in the context of a so- 
called straight newspaper — as taking that term back 
from the bigots, bashers and homophobes who are in¬ 
deed all too prevalent in our society. 

Context is everything. It’s not likely that we’d let a 
straight writer use the word “faggot” in our paper, at 
least not without building up to it very carefully. We 
understand that the public use of terms like “queer,” 
“dyke” and “fag” remains problematic for some les¬ 
bians and gay men, and we knew that some people 
would probably find “Savage Love” objectionable. We 
decided to run it because we believed many of our 
readers — or all orientations — would find Savage’s 
brashly uninhibited discussions of sex and gender 
issues to be entertaining, informative and provocative. 
Frankly, we also thought it fit with the queer-positive 
(I’ll take my chances with that term) tone and image 
that we’ve worked hard to establish. 

We firmly reject any suggestion that our newspaper 
is “making light of... hate speech epithets ... in an 
attempt to be fashionable or trendy.” Rather, we are 
supporting a writer who is taking risks and challeng¬ 
ing doctrinaire thinking and deep-seated stereotypes, 
both within the lesbian/gay community and, more im¬ 
portantly, among “breeders” (another potentially of¬ 
fensive word Savage likes to use). In some ways, 
Savage reminds me of the African American come¬ 
dian and activist Dick Gregory, who published a 
humor book called Nigger at the height of the mid’60s 
Civil Rights Movement, to the consternation of many 
blacks and whites alike. I made a point ot mention¬ 
ing this parallel to Dennis Conkin, who evidently 
decided it didn’t fit his formula. 

Lastly, while I understand why lesbian/gy activists 
call the S.F. Weekly a “straight paper” (i.e., we’re not 
a “gay paper” in the sense the B.A.R. is), the whole 
idea of perceiving an irreducible gay-straight 
dichotomy in the media — or the world at large — 
kinds of bugs me. Just to keep it on the most bassic 
level, we have a significant number of lesbian, gay and 
bisexual staffers and contributors, we put out three 
consecutive “queer-centric” issues last month, and 
three of our six most senior managers happen to be 
lesibans. We challenge any “straight paper” in the 
country to match that record. And all of us, whatever 
we do or don’t do in bed, are proud to have Dan Savage 
in our pages.

Arrogant MUNI Drivers 

I am a member of San Francisco Muni’s Access Ad¬ 
visory Committee. As such, our committee looks after 
the needs of persons with disabilities, including those 
with hidden disabilities such as fatigue from HIV in¬ 
fection or vision problems with HIV infection. 


Muni drivers are required by federal law and under 
settlement of a recent lawsuit to call out all major 
transfer points on lines. Their record has been spot¬ 
ty at best. 

Although there are many incredibly good Muni 
drivers who receive little publicity, many of them con¬ 
tinue to behave in an arrogant and offensive manner 
by refusing to comply with this federal law to call out 
transfer points. I have filed nearly 100 complaints and 
attended as many hearings on this subject. 

On June 22, on my way to yet another hearing on 
the subject of calling out transfer points, I was lucky 
enough to overhear a converstion between the on-duty 
and an off-duty operator on the subject of gays and les¬ 
bians in San Francisco. They were vying with one 
another to express contempt and offensive examples 
of our presence in San Francisco. 

It is clear that we not only have drivers that are rude, 
but bigoted and who violate federal law. 

It is time we reclaimed Muni from these bigots and 
act to improve the transportation system we all rely on. 

If any reader notices a driver not calling out a 
transfer point (an assist to visitors as well as riders un¬ 
familiar with a line), they should call the Muni com¬ 
plaint line and report the incident. You must have the 
driver number, although the bad drivers do not wear 
their numbers as required. In lieu of a driver number, 
you may report the coach number and the time that 
the bus crossed a major intersection. This coach num¬ 
ber and time enables Muni’s central control to iden¬ 
tify the operator in question. Muni has done a 
respectable job in informing drivers of their re¬ 
quirements, yet many drivers continue to ignore these 
directives. We must assist Muni in uncovering these 
bad drivers and reporting them. You may register a 
complaint on any subject by calling Muni Com¬ 
plaints and Commendations at 923-6164 be¬ 
tween 9 a.m. and 7:30 p.m. In response, Muni will 
invite you to a hearing which you must attend with 
the driver to voice your complaint in person to the 
division superintendent. You identity is protected and 
these hearings are well-managed by the division 
superintendents. It does take a few hours out of your 
day, but is needed if we are to take this transit system 
back under our control. 

Until the anti-gay incident on June 22,1 had been 
a strong supporter of Muni drivers, because their job 
is difficult and often unacknowledged. However, the 
driver in the June 22, incident made the grievous er¬ 
ror of mouthing off within the earshot of someone 
who is not only knowledgeable but informed on how 
to correct this system. For years, the gay community 
has been subjected to harrassment and bodily injury 
on Muni lines, often with drivers refusing to call po¬ 
lice or taking their good, sweet time. 

These two drivers demonstrated to me that there 
is a deep-seated prejudicial and dangerous attitude on 
the part of many — but not all — Muni drivers. Please 
join me in making sure that drivers call out all transfer 
points and engage in behavior that is appropriate to 
a government employee. If you run acrossespecial¬ 
ly good Muni operator, use the same number 
(923-1664) and the run information (coach number 
and time) to acknowledge those drivers who are not 
only doing their job, but are exceptional. Let’s use the 
carrot and the stick to reclaim the transit system 
which we own. Any incident of discrimination by 
word or deed must be reported, whether it is anti-Gay, 
anti-Asian, or anti- any other group that is subjected 
to discrimination in our culture.

The following letter was sent to 7 bm

Francisco: 

I am a frequent traveler and have never before, up 
to now, used the services of a travel agency. After at¬ 
tending and graduating from Echols International 
Travel Training Courses, Inc., I learned of the incredi¬ 
ble value travel agents can be and decided to go that 
route from now on. 

It was exciting to see your opening. You had all the 
right stuff — a window that appealed to the 
demographics of the neighborhood and your hours of 
operation tailored to the schedules of most people. I 
was pleased to report to the school that it seemed 
somebody was getting the job done right. 

I wanted to support this new business which is 
located on gay sacred ground right next to the Castro 
Theater. I also wanted to produce your first newslet¬ 
ter and spread the good word about Travel Trends. 

After booking my second trip, I asked my agent, 
Riyad, if this was a gay-owned business. He said, “No. 
It’s my business. I own it.” I felt totally betrayed. Thus, 
it turns out, I did not get professional quality service 
and I was not supporting a gay business and I was not 
getting newsletter business. A total disaster. 

OK. Everybody is entitled to a second chance 
(before I knew it was not a gay-owned operation). I 
booked a 5-day trip to Las Vegas that was fraught with 
amateur, entry-level problems. One of those Riyad 
mistakes cost the agency a penalty of $25. Using my 
own training, I was able to abort some of the mistakes 
which meant I did the work and you got the com¬ 
mission. 

I know that Riyad (a sweetheart of a man), owner 
of the agency, has no training other than Apollo Reser¬ 
vation System School. I just spent $3000 for a 3-month 
travel agent training and I still feel unready to han¬ 
dle customers. I am appalled that Travel Trends has 
agents on the line without minimal training which 
shows in the poor quality of their work. 

So it’s bad enough that Travel Trends is posing as 
a gay business on Castro St., but not delivering pro¬ 
fessional service borders on criminal. I don’t know 
where I should take it from here — certainly a letter 
to the gay press alerting the community of this sham. 

I could continue to use Travel Trends and have you, 
Tom, be my agent, but what’s the point? How could 
I justify my support of a business that is ripping off 
clients with sloppy service? All clients, especially gay 
clients who think their gay dollars are going into gay 
pockets. It is not the clients’ responsibility to train your 
staff.

James Baldwin and His Liver 

A recent article by Roberto Friedman about queer 
black writer James Baldwin mentioned early on that 
Baldwin died of liver cancer and a fleeting note was 
made of Baldwin’s alcoholism. What was missing was 
the direct link between his drinking and his early 
demise. Yes, James Baldwin died of cancer of the liver 
— but, before his liver became cancerous, it was 
cirhotic. Liver cancer is almost invariably a result of 
alcoholism. In committing this oversight, Friedman 
participates in the system of denial which is sympto¬ 
matic of all alcoholics, drug addicts and their co¬ 
dependent “loved ones.” 

This week, there should be obituaries for two other 
gay men who died directly because of drugs and/or 
alcohol. David F.’s body was found three weeks after 
he died in his Hayes Valley apartment from an over¬ 
dose of amphetamine. I doubt his stiff was a lovely 
sight (or scent); I am equally certain his obit will make 
no mention of drugs and will instead say something 
on the order of “death by misadventure.” Likewise, 
Cary G. was well acquainted with 12-step programs 
and had accumulated some “clean time,” but then 
chose to go back to experimenting with dope. Cary 
put a gun in his mouth and blew out his brains; I 
believe his suicide was directly due to his drug addic¬ 
tion and his inability or unwillingness to endure a 
couple of weeks of discomfort it would have taken him 
to get off smack. 

What particularly galls me is that our entire com¬ 
munity participates in this deadly denial system: 
“We’re not speed freaks. Mary, we’re connoisseurs of 
fine champagne crystal!” 

As a community, we need to throw off the shackles 
of our oppressor(s), and prime among offenders are 
drugs and alcohol. If you have a friend or lover who 
has a problem with drink or dope you are not helping 
one iota by buying or serving them or drinking and 
using with them. 

I speak from experience, from anger, and from com¬ 
passion. For nearly a quarter century, I drank, used, 
and whored for the bucks to support my habit(s). I am 
now in my eighth year of recovery, primarily through 
Narcotics Anonymous. And I have seen too many 
deaths to remain silent any longer. 

There is no cure for alcoholism and drug addiction, 
but a solution has been around for some time. If more 
of us become a part of the solution, perhaps the lives 
of a vast number of queer people can be spared the 
miserable demise that awaited David, Cary, Jimmy 
Baldwin, and countless others. 

It is not my intent to impugn Roberto’s extraordi¬ 
nary writing skill; rather, I hope to raise his con¬ 
sciousness a notch with regard to the conspiracy of 
denial surrounding the facts of Baldwin’s death.

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Presidential Poison? 


A lthough he remains 
popular in some 
states (California 
and New York 
among them), 
President Bill Clinton’s recent 
political and highly publicized 
personal problems have created 
difficulties for more than a few 
House and Senate candidates. 
The upshot is that a presiden¬ 
tial visit isn’t the fondest wish 
of every Democratic hopeful 
this year. 

Clinton will visit California 
time and again between now

and November to help the 
political fortunes of gubernato¬ 
rial candidate Kathleen Brown 
and Senator Dianne Feinstein. 
His mere presence here can 
galvanize votes and raise big 
bucks (his last two-day visit 
brought in nearly $2 million for 
Feinstein). 

New York Governor Mario 
Cuomo, now in a tight re-elec¬ 
tion battle with a previously 
unknown Republican, will urge 
the president to campaign 
repeatedly for him. However, 
Democrats in smaller states 
confide that Clinton has 
become a liability for them. 
Many are telling the White 
House, “We’re going to run our 
own races. We don’t need any 
outside help.” House candi¬ 
dates in particular are pro¬ 
claiming loudly that “I’m not 
going back to Washington to be 
an automatic rubber stamp for 
Bill Clinton.” Of course, these 
same Democrats will gladly 
accept money from the nation¬ 
al party. 

Even President Clinton’s 
closest White House aides pri¬ 
vately admit that his current 
dip in popularity is harming the 
prospects for congressional 
Democrats, particularly in 
many of the southern states 
where the party is pressed by 
retirements and redistricting. 
The problem has in fact 
become so acute that many of 
the president’s advisors are 
estimating that Clinton is cost¬ 
ing Democratic House candi¬ 
dates up to three percentage 
points in overall support. 

Clinton’s popularity varies 
from region to region, and 
national polls are sending 
mixed signals on how much 
Democrats have to fear. A 
recent USA Today/CNN Gallup 
Poll found slightly more people 
said they would vote for a con¬ 
gressional candidate who sup¬ 
ports Clinton (45 percent) than 


one who opposes him (42 per¬ 
cent). In the South, however, 
voters were more likely to back 
a Democratic candidate who 
opposes the president, 52 to 36 
percent. 

More indicative than polls, 
though, is recent history. 
Democrats lost two seats in 
special elections this year, 
including one in Kentucky 
where the race had been turned 
into a referendum on Clinton. 
The GOP picked up a seat there 
that Democrats had held since 
Reconstruction. 

Democratic Party strategists 
are advising their flock to run 
apart from Clinton rather than 
away from him. This means 
they should stress support for 
issues on the Clinton agenda 
(health care reform, welfare 
reform, or reducing the budget 
deficit) that polls find are more 
popular than Clinton. Beyond 
that, however, “Run against us 
or with us, whichever helps 
you the most” is the age-old 
maxim heard most around D.C. 
lately.

Stephanopoulos, in town last 
weekend for a joint meeting of 
the executive committee of the 
Democratic National 

Committee and the association 
of state Democratic chairs, was 
spotted on three consecutive 
nights making himself very

available to the young single 
women at Stars. 

You think President Clinton 
isn’t serious about wanting 
Kathleen Brown to beat Pete 
Wilson? Last week Labor 
Secretary Robert Reich did a 
fundraiser for Brown in L.A. 
Veep A1 Gore will do another 
for her here July 17. Later that 
week First Lady Hillary 
Rodham Clinton will appear at 


a Brown fundraiser in L.A., 
followed by one next month by 
Tipper Gore in Orange County. 
The Big Man himself has com¬ 
mitted to at least two more 
appearances before the election 
on behalf of “the different 
shade of Brown.” 

I think Representative Lynn 
Woolsey (D-Petaluma) is prob¬ 
ably one of the best reps in the 
California House delegation, 
but a recent congressional 
newsletter she sent “to the 
women of Marin and Sonoma” 
was probably one of the more 
politically stupid things done in 
a long while. I’d send the aide 
that thought that one up on a 
“vacation.” Talk about double 
standards. 

Following the murders of 
Nicole Simpson and Ronald 
Goldman, L.A. District 
Attorney Gil Garcetti took to 
the talk shows sounding like a 
champion for tough domestic 
violence laws. Interestingly, 
state Senator Lucy Killea (I- 
San Diego) announced recently 
that only two days before the 
murders, she received a letter 
from Garcetti opposing SB 
18x, a bill by Killea and state 
Senator Robert Presley (D- 
Riverside) that would toughen 
the laws on domestic violence. 

Politicos of both parties are 
saying that President Clinton’s 
appointment of former OMB 
Director and California 
Congressman Leon Panetta as 
White House Chief of Staff is 
“one of Clinton’s better 
appointments.” Some of these 
same people think the move is 
somehow “good for 
California.” 

A recent Washington 
Post/ ABC News Poll shows 
that four months before its 
members face the voters, the 
103rd Congress is seen as a do- 
nothing assemblage. Many leg¬ 
islators could be facing retire¬ 
ment as six out of ten voters 
think that both representatives 
and senators should be 
replaced. 

The number of AIDS cases 
worldwide has jumped 60 per¬ 
cent in the past 12 months, 
according to the World Health 
Organization.

Radical Pessimism Hits the Road

M y partner in 
crime on this 
adventure, Robin 
Stevens, and I 
were on a book 
tour of the East Coast for 
Girlfriend #7, an anthology that 
she edited and to which I am a 
contributor. So far, we had read 
in Boston, a city with a bad 
habit of putting street signs in 
places where one can’t see them 
before one is supposed to turn. 
Therefore, one is constantly on 
the wrong street, and of course, 
one can’t just go around the 
block, as everything is one way 
and/or somehow askew. 

We were on our way to our 
next reading stop: Willamantic, 
Connecticut. Cooling down in 
our air-conditioned rental car 
after having efficiently fixed our 
flat tire, we passed a defunct 
thread factory. Will this be a 
town like so many others across 
the country, I wondered, where 
people have a hard-edged dispo¬ 
sition as a result of closed facto¬ 
ries and depressed economies? 

I saw blacks and Latinos

walking down the street. I was 
shocked. Before this week, I’d 
never traveled around New 
England, and I’d expected 
Connecticut to be much more 
white (like the Marina or 
Concord, but with older build¬ 
ings). 

We arrived at our destination 
giggling at the small-town sto¬ 
ries and sordid gossip that 
Robin’s mother told us about 
Connecticut (she lives there). 
Having gathered our essentials, 
we dashed from our parked car 
through the heat and into more 
air conditioning. Everyday 
Books, the chilled 
bookstore/cafe that we had just 
entered, was our venue for the 
evening. 

This place was fabulous. Not 
only was it not too cold and not 
too hot, but they had a pretty 
good selection of books, and the 
food seemed to be delicious. I 
didn’t actually order anything, 
but it all looked good, plus the 
people there for dinner and the 
reading were devouring the fare. 

After our reading we began 
conversing with the audience in 
a question/comment 

answer/response format. Since 
we were young and mentioned 
“Generation X,” the audience, 
which was almost all older les¬ 
bians who had come out in a dif-

ferent political environment, 
asked us about the differences 
between our generations and 
about what identifying our¬ 
selves as a part of Generation X 
meant to us. 

Thinking about their ques¬ 
tions and coming up with 
answers made for an education¬ 
al experience - both for us and 
for the audience. I thought back 
to the climate in which I was 
raised, and in which I came out, 
to discover that the sense of pes¬ 
simism characteristic of 
Generation X is definitely pre¬ 
sent in my sensibility as a result 
of becoming politically aware 
and active in the Reagan/Bush 
years. Radical pessimism (to 
use Robin’s phrase), which is 
often visible in twentysome- 
things as seemingly flippant 
cynicism, was borne out of the 
sense of hopelessness we felt 
under the reign of those two 
rich, white, racist, homophobic 
men. 

Lesbians excised 

Even though neither Reagan 
nor Bush still resides in the 
White House, there are countless 
other trends and occurrences in 
American culture to keep this 
pessimism alive. For instance, 
on the airplane from San 
Francisco to Boston, the film 
Four Weddings and a Funeral 
was shown with the lesbian part 
edited out for United Airlines 
passengers. The gay male stuff 
was still there. Once again, les¬ 
bians were invisible. 

On the other hand, for myself 
and many other twentysome- 
things, coming out has been a 
different experience than it was 
for older lesbians. Our psyches 
were influenced by feminism 
and the struggles of those work¬ 


ing for the rights of women and, 
in some cases, lesbians. 

I remember reading books 
given to me by my mother - The 
Color Purple, Even Cowgirls 
Get the Blues, In Search of Our 
Mothers ’ Gardens and 
Rubyfruit Jungle - as a preteen 
and teenager. My mother had 
feminist friends and gay friends. 
She was a feminist herself, 
although she never openly 
defined herself as such. 

Unlike the lesbians who 
came out before me, I did not 
have to think about whether or 
not I was sick or crazy or if 
other people thought that I was 
sick or crazy. I already knew 
that I was a good person and 
that there were other people in 
the world like me. 

We were raised in such a way 
that our political sensibilities 
were informed by these strug¬ 
gles rather than defined by 
them. As a result of coming of 
age with these influences, I and 
many other twentysomething 
lesbians, especially at Red 
Dora’s Bearded Lady Cafe, the 
scene which gave birth to this 
anthology, have an immense 
amount of respect for the work 
that preceded and benefited us. 

As twentysomething radical 
pessimists, we are a part of this 
generation, whether we define 
ourselves with an X, Q, or no 
letter at all. As lesbian-identi¬ 
fied women and as African- 
American women conscious of 
the ills that plague our society, it 
is important to carve out and 
take our places at the table, so 
we can help guide our way into 
the future. Perhaps a good place 
to start would be a group name 
change from the marketing ploy 
title of Generation X to some¬ 
thing self-determined. T

I’ll see 
you there. 

Senator Dianne Feinstein 
picked up the endorsement of 
the powerful California Farm 
Bureau Federation, a group 
representing 75,000 farming 
families that endorsed her 
opponents when she ran 
statewide twice before.

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Winner of the Marlon Riggs Achievement Award 

A Conversation with Brandy

To say that Brandy Moore 
was honored with The Marlon 
Riggs Lifetime Achievement 
Award earlier this month by 
Lesbians and Gays of African 
Descent for Democratic Action 
is to say everything and to say 
nothing. 

For nearly three decades 
before LGADDA presented 
Moore with the award. Brandy 
has built a long and strong 
record of achievement as a local 
gay community leader and 
activist. 

Moore first arrived in San 
Francisco when “I got out of 
Vietnam, in ’66, and I wanted to 
go back to school,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I came up 
from L.A. and got into a whole 
new lifestyle of being around 
gay men. They were taking over 
the Haight and making it into a 
really comfortable place and 
doing the same thing South of 
Market.” 

As Moore settled in, attend¬ 
ing San Francisco State and 
Golden Gate University, from 
which he was later graduated, 
he realized as an African- 
American gay man in a bur¬ 
geoning - but overwhelmingly 
white - gay community, that 
racism was not an issue that 
community really wanted to 
deal with. 

“A lot of the time I felt that 
no one was listening,” he 
recalled. “I remember at one 
time getting so tired of talking 
about racism. We would have 
these workshops with little 
audiences and people would ask 
questions. It seemed like such a 
critical issue for us and not for 
anyone else. There was not a lot 
of support. And a lot of people 
weren’t aware of their racism.” 

Racism wasn’t the only issue 
that Moore saw affecting the 
community. Blacks and other 
minorities weren’t the only peo¬ 
ple who were shut out. Sexism 
was also rampant, which Moore 
generously attributed to the 
problems of the bar-oriented 
gay society of the time. 

“It was easy to get caught up 
in the dish in the bars and all 
that negative attitude,” he said. 
“People didn’t even think about 
women. I’m glad that’s 
changed. We weren’t even talk¬ 
ing to each other. We had no 
way of knowing what each other 
wanted: the men kept running 
into the bushes.” 

As the gay community grew 
through the ’70s, so did Moore’s 
commitment to activism and 
leadership within African- 
American and the lesbian and 
gay communities, including a 
stint as the executive director of 
the Pride Foundation, a pioneer¬ 
ing gay community social ser¬ 
vice agency; 18th Street 
Services, a gay men’s outpatient 
substance abuse program, and 
Acceptance House, an inpatient 
residential facility now part of 
Baker Places, were part of the 
agency. 

In 1979, when Harvey Milk 
was assassinated, Moore was in 
Washington, D.C. 

“There was chaos in D.C. 
when Harvey was killed,” he 
recalled. “I left that evening and 
came home [to San Francisco]. 

It was really weird: it was as 
though something hot and 


heavy had descended over the 
city. It was as though a hole had 
opened up, and then it went 
away,” he said. 

The impact of the murders of 
Milk and Mayor George 
Moscone was devastating, 
Moore said. 

“It seemed like so many peo¬ 
ple were just coming into their 
lives as lesbian and gay people. 
We all grieved so deeply,” he 
recalled. 

Moore, who went on to work 
for Supervisor Doris Ward and 
later Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown, and still later ran for the 
presidency of the Black 
Leadership Forum, learned 
early in the epidemic that he 
was ill with the virus that caus¬ 
es AIDS. 

“I’ve known for nine and a 
half years,” he told the B.A.R. 
“I remember walking down 
Castro Street, and on the wall 
at Cliff’s Hardware there was a 
poster of the weird pink spots 
and looking at them. That’s 
when HIV was called GRID - 
Gay Related Immune Disorder 

- and people looked for lesions 
on their feet. 

“The whole world changed. 
People died really quickly then. 

I lost so many friends. It sure 
changed the way we looked at 
our politics. 

“When we started dying, it 
wasn’t like we had a lot of peo¬ 
ple to go and die. It was so hard. 
It’s such an interruption. We 
were doing all of these things 
and then we had to start nursing 
each other. One of the difficult 
things about having AIDS - and 
I don’t care what anybody says 

- is that there is an element of 
guilt about it,” Moore said. 

Twenty-five years after 
Stonewall, Moore thinks that 
the lesbian and gay movement 
in San Francisco has been suc¬ 
cessful in attaining its share of 
political power. 

“As long as we don’t misuse 
or abuse it. I think we’ve made 
it here, but there much more 


work to do. If you want to see 
the difference, take a ride over 
to the East Bay. The bashing of 
gays over there is incredible. It 
goes on here too, but it’s less 
calculated,” Moore said. 

And, nationally, Moore 
believes that “there’s no way to 
shut us out. People like Jerry 
Falwell and others really 
thought we were going to go 
away. They really believed that 
we were going to crawl in a hole 
and whimper. None of that ever 
happened,” he laughed. 

Moore said that because of 
AIDS, gay men have realized 
that the movement is co-sexual. 

“Women are taking a much 
bigger leadership role. A lot of 
men are sick, burned out, unable 
to cope. It’s important to realize 
that it has always been a co¬ 
movement,” he said. 

Moore also said the fractious 
nature of the lesbian and gay 
movement, often characterized 
by infighting and jockeying for 
power, is not an inherently neg¬ 
ative situation. 

“The infighting is necessary. 
We don’t all conform to one 
political philosophy. It’s impor¬ 
tant for people to have power as 
long as they don’t abuse it. 
There’s always going to be 
debate. But the issues of ethnic¬ 
ity and co-leadership have to be 
dealt with. That’s where the 
change has to happen,” Moore 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“That’s why groups like 
LGADDA are a powerful place 
for black lesbians and gays. We 
can’t go to the white communi¬ 
ty and we can’t go to our own 
community. We have to develop 
our own leadership. That why ' 
groups like the Black Lesbian 
and Gay Leadership Forum in 
L.A. and LGADDA and 
Reverend Carl’s Bean’s church 
are so important. They say we 
don’t have to rely on straight 
blacks or on white gay people to 
give us guidance and leaders. 

“We must raise up our own,” 
Moore said. T

Gay Youths Value Sharing, 
Support in Weekly Meetings

For the last three and a half 
years, young gay males and les¬ 
bian females in San Mateo have 
had a group especially designed 
for their age-specific needs, 
called the Sexual Identity 
Forum. Every Wednesday at 
7:30 p.m., the group meets in 
the Community Living Room, 
located at 28 West 37th Avenue 
in San Mateo, where the prob¬ 
lems of coming out, relating to 
both gay and straight peers, 
finding employment, planning 
education, and other concerns of 
young people with a homosexu¬ 
al orientation are shared in a 
supportive atmosphere. 

Guiding the group, which 
usually numbers more than 20 
on any meeting night, are 
Michael Sally and Lauren 
MacNeill, who encourage the 
members to choose the topics 
that most concern them. Sally is 
Program Coordinator for the 
Redwood City Youth Health 
Center, and MacNeill is an out¬ 
reach counselor for Youth And 
Family Assistance, an indepen¬ 
dent San Mateo County agency. 
Both chose their roles and see as 
one of their major goals assis¬ 
tance for homeless youth and 
prevention of runaways. Sally is 
also much involved in HIV edu¬ 
cation. 

As counselors, they come 
from somewhat different back¬ 
grounds - Sally with a license in 
marriage, family, and social 
work, and MacNeill from a law 
degree - but they were both 
drawn to the unit by a strong 
interest in this particular popu¬ 
lation and the belief that “there 
is something in this activity for 
me.” 

They also agree that objec¬ 
tives and values can be experi¬ 
enced in debunking stereotypes 
and in providing a space where¬ 
in young people can develop 
peer support. 

A few weeks ago, the Bay 
Area Reporter was invited to a 
typical meeting, at which group 
members answered questions 
about themselves, and about 
matters that are relevant to the 
lives of young gay people gen¬ 
erally, after their customary 
round of self-identification and 


sharing of the previous week’s 
important personal experiences. 

The first topic of discussion 
was about the main values 
found in belonging to the 
Sexual Identity Forum. Jessica, 
18, asserted, “I have been com¬ 
ing here since February and 
have found a new sense of hon¬ 
esty. All gay issues can be dis¬ 
cussed directly.” 

Jim, 21, stated, “The biggest 
thing is the sharing. Everything 
is open, supportive. For me, one 
of the very best things is that 
people in this group are more 
real than most I have found in 
places like the Castro.” 

In response to a question on 
the value of having a gay-identi¬ 
fied group within a high school, 
opinions were mixed. Two 
Dans, both 18, were positive 
ahout the concept. Dan No. 1 
said, “I think it would be benefi¬ 
cial to all. In my last year of 
high school, the principal 
favored starting one, but there 
wasn’t any follow-through. My 
friends also thought it would be 
a good idea.” 

Dan No. 2 thought, “It would 
be good to have a safe place for 
gays.” 

Jessica, though, was skepti¬ 
cal: “That would be too segre¬ 
gated, too labelling, cliquish. If 
you polarize away from every¬ 
one else, who is going to get the 
information?” 

When the subject turned to 
help from adult individuals and 
groups, Angel, 21, stated, “A 
self-identified gay advocate on 
the staff [at school] could be 
very helpful. I am sure one 
would have helped me.” 

Dianne, 17, was lucky 
enough to know that help first¬ 
hand. “I go to a private school,” 
she recounted, “and one coun¬ 
selor who is a member of BAN¬ 
GLE [Bay Area Network of Gay 
and Lesbian Educators] admit¬ 
ted to me that he was gay, and 
now I feel much more comfort¬ 
able in going to him.” 

About PFLAG (Parents and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays), 
Jim, 21, was most affirmative: 
“It would definitely help my 
mom, but she lives in an isolat¬ 
ed rural area and can’t bring 
herself to drive the miles to the 
nearest chapter in Sacramento. I 


wish she would. It would be 
good for our relationship.” 

Even stronger in approval 
was Jessica: “My mother thinks 
it’s great. We belong together, 
and whenever mail comes from 
PFLAG, she is eager for it.” 

“Just be me.” 

Several youths talked about 
gender identification, an issue 
that frequently concerns people 
who are just coming out of the 
closet, whatever their age. 
Jessica recalled how “when 
Pam Walton [producer of the 
video Gay Youth ] came to our 
school, she and her companions 
were wearing vests. I wondered 
if I should do things that would 
make me look more lesbian, but 
then I decided that it would be 
best to just be me - as I was.” 

Angel came out forcefully 
against doing “prescribed 
things,” and criticized both the 
gay and straight communities 
for stigmatizing crossdressing. 
“Sometimes I like to crossdress 
for pleasure,” he said, “and I 
resent the negative reactions.” 

As they evolve into adults, 
what is their idea of what their 
adult lives will be like as gay or 
bisexual people? Three testified 
that they foresaw their lives as 
being quite normal. From Dan, 
18, “I think I will have a normal 
life, just as heterosexuals do. It 
shouldn’t be a big deal.” 

Harold, 21, said, “I expect a 
normal life, living in an accepting 
region such as this, probably in a 
monogamous relationship and 
somewhat involved in politics.” 

Corey, 25, was almost like a 
living IKEA ad, saying, “I am 
becoming a regular adult. I feel 
the most normal I have ever felt - 
with my car, my dining room 
table, and my hummingbird feed¬ 
er.” 

A final request for any addi¬ 
tional comments before the ses¬ 
sion ended netted two responses. 
Jessica said, “My attitude is ‘I’m 
bisexual - accept it,”’ and Angel 
thoughtfully put the struggle for 
sexual equality into a larger 
framework. “We are all of differ¬ 
ent backgrounds,” he said, “and 
we have to recognize that our 
home communities and the 
financial situation of our families 
mean a lot in how we are.” T

KGO Radio talk show host 
Michael Savage dedicated his 
weekend programs (July 2 and 
3) to the elimination of public 
funding for KQED-TV 
(Channel 9) because the station 
had - in his words - been “taken 
over by the lesbian and gay 
Mafia” during June. KQED pre¬ 
sented several lesbian/gay pro¬ 
grams during June, to celebrate 
Lesbian/Gay Pride Month. 

Certainly the annual ratio of 
gay programming on KQED - 
or anywhere else - is nowhere 
near as high as the percentage of 
lesbians and gays who live in 
San Francisco - or anywhere 
else.

A full-page advertisement in 
the July issue of American 
Family Association Journal 
asks, “Are you as committed to 
family values as the radical 
feminists and homosexuals are 
to their leftist agendas? Nearly 
every group of radical left¬ 
wingers in America is being 
encouraged to switch their long 
distance phone service to carri¬ 
ers who give a percentage of 
their phone bills to causes such 
as the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, Planned Parenthood 
of America and Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund.” 
The AFA ad promotes 
“Lifeline,” a long distance carri¬ 
er service “committed to family 
values and decency.” Call 
Lifeline and let the company 
know that hate is not a “family 
value.” Call 1-800-493-2002. 

Lesbian Encounters of the 
Disney Kind? 

The homophobic American 
Family Association (AFA) has 
recently targeted the Walt 
Disney Company. “Disney 
helps push homosexual agen¬ 
da,” screams the June issue of 
the AFA Journal. The AFA 
claims that Disney ranks among 
the leading advertisers “who 
consistently appear on homo¬ 
sexual propaganda pieces.” The 
AFA lists these “propaganda 
pieces” as follows: Beverly 
Hills 90210, Birdland, 
Roseanne, Roc, Northern 
Exposure and Melrose Place. 
With all due horror, the AFA 
also reports that Disney is now 
producing “their most explicit 
movie yet,” which will feature 
“a lesbian encounter and frontal 
nudity.”

For the most part, the major 
television networks offered 
competent coverage of various 
“Pride Month” events, includ¬ 
ing the Stonewall 25 March, 
Gay Games IV, and the 
International Lesbian and Gay 
Association’s annual confer¬ 
ence in New York City. CBS 
Evening News coverage fea¬ 
tured diverse spokespersons for 
the community, including an 
African-American lesbian 
activist. CBS also pointed out 
that, despite the success of the 
June events, the international 
struggle for queer equal rights is 
“only in its early stages.” 

The NBC Nightly News 
focused on the increased visi¬ 
bility of lesbians, gays and 
bisexuals at many levels of 
society. Significantly, NBC also 
featured an interview with an 
older drag queen, acknowledg¬ 
ing the fundamental role that 
the drag and transgendered 
communities played in the 
Stonewall Riots. 

ABC World News offered a 
lengthy piece on the history of 
lesbian and gay activism. 
Unfortunately, however, the 
piece did not air in New York or 
Chicago. 

Despite the fact that the Gay 
Games ranked among the 
largest sporting events of the 
year, they were given relatively 
insignificant coverage. Locally, 
the “Bad Press” award goes to 
the San Jose Mercury News, 
which all but ignored the 
games.

UBI-1 AIDS Vaccine Offered in Thailand 

The Thai Red Cross is testing a vaccine on 30 HIV-free vol¬ 
unteers in the first of four planned clinical trials in developing 
countries. Five women and 25 men were vaccinated in Bangkok 
with the UBI-1 formula, developed by United Biomedical Inc. 
The volunteers will be given a second inoculation four weeks 
after the first, and the third and final dose five months later. 
Doctors will draw their blood and check their immune systems to 
determine whether the vaccine helped them develop antibodies. 

The UBI-1 vaccine has already been tested on about 100 vol¬ 
unteers in the United States, China, and Australia. The World 
Health Organization approved testing in Brazil, Rwanda, 
Uganda, and Thailand. “We hope this [vaccine] is the beginning 
of the end of the AIDS epidemic in Thailand and throughout the 
world,” said Dr. Wayne Koff, a UBI vice president. 

3-D Mammograms in Development 

Purdue University researchers are developing three-dimen¬ 
sional mammograms that could make screening for breast cancer 
more effective, less costly, and possibly less painful than current 
methods. The cost will be about $60, far less than the nearly 
$1,000 charged for such other 3-D imaging as magnetic reso¬ 
nance. In addition, the test will be less painful than mammo¬ 
grams, in which the breast has to be tightly compressed between 
plates. Stereo images should also make placement of needles in 
the breast for biopsies more accurate. Babbs estimates hospitals 
will start using stereo imaging within five years.

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NY Violence Up 
During Stonewall 25

Despite official assertions 
from New York officials that the 
Stonewall 25 celebration was 
without incident, the New York 
City Gay and Lesbian Anti- 
Violence Project announced that 
at least 30 anti-gay incidents 
were reported over the weekend 
of June 24-26. 

The assaults represent a six¬ 
fold increase over the number of 
incidents reported during the 
1993 gay pride parade and cele¬ 
bration, according to Bea 
Hanson of AVP. Moreover, she 
believes, the number of known 
cases is smaller than the true 
number of assaults, since many 
other instances probably went 
unreported. “A large proportion 
of the participants in this week¬ 
end’s events were from out of 
town,” said Hanson, AVP’s 
director of client services, “and 
would not have known to con¬ 
tact us for assistance.” 

The worst incidents, accord¬ 
ing to AVP, involved group 
assaults against gays walking 
alone. In one case, four young 
men hospitalized a gay man, 
smashing him in the head with a 
beer bottle and knocking him 
unconscious; in another, six 
males severely beat another gay 
man, also sending him to the hos¬ 
pital. Only the latter is now under 
investigation as a possible bias- 
related attack, continuing what 
AVP sees as a pattern of ignoring 
obvious anti-gay hate crimes. 

Nor is the group happy with 
the way New York City police 
are investigating the stabbing 
death of a gay man in his apart¬ 
ment, just prior to the opening 
of Gay Games festivities there. 

A police spokeswoman. 


Officer Rosa Ataymyildiz, said 
the body of 32-year-old Richard 
Whitesell was discovered June 
13 by a neighbor who found the 
door to the victim’s Greenwich 
Village apartment ajar. 

There was no sign of forced 
entry and no immediate indica¬ 
tion anything was taken from 
the apartment, the spokes¬ 
woman said. Whitesell was 
found lying on his side, a knife 
in his back. 

Ataymyildiz also said that 
slaying was not believed to be a 
bias attack or related to the vic¬ 
tim’s being gay. 

However, Hanson observed 
the case was the tenth unre¬ 
solved homicide of a gay man in 
the last two years, and said it 
could be another example of a 
bar pickup crime. 

She said she did not believe 
the killing was related to a 
series of gay slayings in 1992 
and 1993, in which the victims’ 
dismembered bodies were 
found at different locations in 
the New York area. But, she 
said, “We feel that the police 
department is not investigating 
it [the slayings] properly and 
not investigating possible con¬ 
nections between any case. 

“In addition, three of the ten 
are being investigated together 
with the serial slayings. The 
other seven are treated as totally 
unrelated murders of gay men 
stabbed or shot, found dead in 
an apartment with no forced 
entry. 

“I think the police are inef¬ 
fective in trying to resolve these 
cases,” Hanson continued. 
“We’re asking the police to set 
up a permanent task force to 
investigate these kind of bar 
pickup crimes.”

NEW YORK (UPI) - Sir Ian 
McKellen’s five-performance 
gay theatrical anthology on 
Broadway was the hottest - and 
most expensive - ticket in the 
lineup of more than 50 cultural 
events offered as a part of the 
Gay Games IV in New York. 

The wryly titled one-man 
show, Ian McKellen: A Knight 
Out at the Lyceum , brought to 
the Lyceum Theater a show spe¬ 
cially put together for an inter¬ 
national lesbian and gay cultur¬ 
al festival featuring music, 
dance, comedy, film, and photo 
exhibitions. 

A Knight Out closely fol¬ 
lowed the format of his first 
one-man show, Acting 
Shakespeare , which he brought 
to Broadway to universal 
acclaim in 1984. 

Four years later, McKellen 
came out of the closet, although 
he said there were “very few 
people in my life I hadn’t taken 
in on the secret - I was never 
completely closeted.” The deci¬ 
sion was made as the result of a 
conversation with author 
Armistead Maupin in Los 
Angeles and “totally changed 
my life for the better.” 

“I saw that I could apply my 
experiences to gay issues, to 
help change various laws,” the 
55-year-old McKellen said. 

“Five years ago I became one 
of the founders of a major advo- 
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Sir Ian McKellen 


cacy group for gays in Britain. 
Right now we’re working to 
bring down the age of sexual 
consent for homosexuals from 
21 to 16 like the rest of the pop¬ 
ulation. It’s an outrage that gays 
are treated differently than oth¬ 
ers in this matter.” 

McKellen said his show was 
designed “for anyone who likes 
theater and likes gays.” He said 
several producers were interest¬ 
ed in producing the show com¬ 
mercially but “that is not my 
intention.” 

He included material by 
Maupin, along with playwright 
Martin Sherman’s recollection 
of the Stonewall bar uprising in 
New York’s Greenwich Village 
which set off the gay revolution 
in 1969, plus poems by 
Shakespeare, Tennessee 

Williams, and D. H. Lawrence, 
some personal material he 
describes as “Op-Ed page 
stuff,” and some lines from one 
of McKellen’s greatest 
Broadway hits, Amadeus. 

There were also scenes from 
Christopher Marlowe’s play 
about England’s gay monarch, 
Edward //, ironically the role 
McKellen was playing at the 
time of the Stonewall riot. He 
admitted he didn’t hear of that 
incident until 20 years later but 
he was moved to name his 
advocacy group Stonewall. 

Tickets for McKellen’s show 
ranged from $10 to $65, with 
opening night benefit tickets set 
at $150. Proceeds were to bene¬ 
fit Stonewall, the Gay Games, 
and several AIDS organizations. 

McKellen was the first open¬ 
ly gay actor to be knighted by 
Queen Elizabeth II, which he 
says reflects improvement in the 
attitude toward public accep¬ 
tance of homosexuality in 
Britain. But, he said, the general 
public of non-gays still find it 
difficult to understand the impli¬ 
cations of being gay. 

“It’s a matter of pride,” he 
said. “Like having your first 
baby or getting married. These 
celebrations are denied gays. 
Coming out is a wonderful 
release that the vast majority of 
homosexuals still doesn’t feel it 
wants to do. They have a dread¬ 


ful secret which is actually a 
wonderful part of life.” 

Asked what was the biggest 
change in his own life as the 
result of coming out, he replied 
without hesitation, “There’s 
nothing I’m afraid of now.”

Two Gay Men Share Pastorate

After two years of trying and 
more than 100 rejection letters 
to show for it, an openly gay 
Chicago couple has finally real¬ 
ized their dream: A congrega¬ 
tion in Seattle on June 12 offi¬ 
cially called the pair to their 
church to share a position as 
associate pastors, marking the 
first time a mainline Protestant 
church has done so. 

In their Hyde Park home last 
week, just days after the 
announcement, Peter llgenfritz, 
32, and David Shull, 35, said they 
still couldn’t believe it was real. 

“We did not know when we 
walked out of the church what 
the vote was going to be,” said 
Shull. 

For nearly a week, the two 
men met hundreds of parish¬ 
ioners of University 
Congregational Church/United 
Church of Christ, a 1,200-mem¬ 
ber congregation, and answered 
a myriad of questions about 
their philosophies of the church, 
their calling to the ministry, and, 
of course, their homosexuality, 
llgenfritz and Shull preached 
during the Sunday morning ser¬ 
vice June 12. They then headed 
to a friend’s home three blocks 
away - “biting our nails” the 
whole time - while the congre¬ 
gation debated their fate. 

An hour and a half later, the 
word came: they needed at least 
two-thirds of the vote to be 
called, and the final vote was an 
overwhelming 76 percent in 
their favor. 

When they walked back into 
the sanctuary that afternoon, the 
congregation was standing, 
applauding their new ministers. 
But for the two ordained pastors 
who chose five years ago to 
leave their parishes rather than 
remain in the closet, it was the 
members of the church who 
deserved the standing ovation. 

“It was the most incredible 
experience I’d ever had in my 
life,” Shull said. 

“It was an utterly holy 
moment,” llgenfritz agreed. 

Both of their families, to 
whom they have been out since 
1988, were elated to hear the 
good news. “They were both 
terribly aware of how much it 
hurt us to leave the parish, and 
how much we wanted to 
return,” Shull said. 

llgenfritz and Shull met ten 
years ago as first-year students 
at Yale’s divinity school. At the 


time, neither man had acknowl¬ 
edged his homosexuality. But 
by the end of their second year 
at Yale, their relationship had 
developed fully, leaving them 
with monumental decisions to 
make about their future. 

Shull, a Presbyterian from 
Wooster, Ohio, chose to stay 
closeted rather than be denied 
the pastorate by his denomina¬ 
tion, which does not ordain 
openly gay or lesbian ministers. 

llgenfritz, who was raised in 
a United Church of Christ con¬ 
gregation in the Boston suburb 
of Lynnfield, also opted to keep 
his homosexuality a secret. 
While the United Church of 
Christ denomination as a whole 
is considered the most liberal of 
mainline Protestant churches (it 
was the first to ordain an openly 
gay minister in 1972), the local 
autonomy of congregations cre¬ 
ates a varied spectrum of accep¬ 
tance from church to church. 

When Shull and llgenfritz 
graduated from Yale in 1987, 
nobody knew the true nature of 
their relationship. But during 
the next two years, their lives 
began to change drastically. 

Both were called as associate 
pastors to fairly conservative 
congregations; llgenfritz at a 
United Church of Christ parish 
in Ithaca, New York, and Shull 
300 miles away at a 
Presbyterian church in 
Kattanning, Pennsylvania, near 
Pittsburgh. 

The strain of living split lives 
- and seeing each other only 
once every three weeks - 
became too much. Although 
Shull was out to a few ministers 
in the Kattanning area, he 
wouldn’t have dreamed of com¬ 
ing out to his parishioners. ‘The 
real pain for me,” he said, “was 
that nobody in that church could 
know that I was gay, or know 
the most important person in my 
life.” 

In Ithaca, llgenfritz joined 
the local AIDS Task Force - the 
only clergy member at the time 
to do so - and slowly came out 
to friends, as well as to the 
senior minister of the church, 
but still was not comfortable 
enough to come out to the whole 
church. Much of both men’s ret¬ 
icence about coming out to 
parishioners rested in their 
respect for the pastoral relation¬ 
ship, which they did not want to 
destroy. 

After months of agonizing, 
llgenfritz said the couple decid¬ 


ed to be open about their rela¬ 
tionship, even though it meant 
giving up the work they loved. 

“I needed to move on,” 
llgenfritz said. “Choosing life 
for me meant for us to move to 
Chicago to share our lives 
together and move on to another 
kind of ministiy.” 

Shull enrolled in the 
University of Chicago’s school 
of social work in 1989, a move 
that was very depressing for 
him. “I was around all these 
people who were excited about 
social work, who felt social 
work was exactly what they 
were supposed to be doing,” he 
said. “I was only there because 
the church had closed its doors 
to me, basically.” 

llgenfritz was hired as the 
founding executive director of 
Better Existence with HIV (BE- 
HIV), based in a church base¬ 
ment in Evanston, where he 
worked until last December. But 
what he dreamed of was a time 
when he could do the same 
work - reaching out to those 
who have historically been 
alienated and hurt by the church 
- upstairs. 

The couple began to wonder 
“if we would be doomed forev¬ 
er to create enthusiasm about 
jobs that had interest for us but 
were not our calling,” said 
Shull, currently a social worker 
for the Hospice of the Great 
Lakes, based in Northbrook, 
Illinois. llgenfritz is currently 
development director of 
HIVCO and of the Chicago 
Rehab Network. 

Although a few denomina¬ 
tions, including the United 
Church of Christ, have begun 
ordaining openly gay and les¬ 
bian ministers, their chances of 
being called by a congregation 
are still relatively slim. Shull 
and llgenfritz had another strike 
against them: Not only were 
they openly gay, but they were 
hoping to be hired as a couple to 
share one position. 

Against the advice of virtual¬ 
ly everyone they talked to, the 
couple began applying for open¬ 
ings at United Church of Christ 
congregations around the coun¬ 
try and in Canada as an openly 
gay couple. 

“Many people told us we 
were shooting ourselves in the 
foot by being open from the 
start,” said Shull. But the flip 
side of being upfront, they both 
agreed, was not having to worry 
about coming out later. It has 
















































been of utmost importance to 
them both in the search to be 
completely honest. 

The Reverend Bob Fitzgerald, 
assistant minister at the Seattle 
congregation where Ilgenfritz 
and Shull will begin working in 
mid-August, said the pair “rose to 
the top” out of 50 applicants from 
across the country. 

“From the beginning, Peter 
and Dave in their profile, in 
their letters, and in their conver¬ 
sations with people here, were 
openly gay,” said Fitzgerald. 
“All issues were on the table 
from the very beginning.” 

Although the congregation 
voted several years ago - with 
more than 80 percent in favor - 
to become a church open and 
affirming to gays and lesbians, 
hiring an openly gay couple to 
be their associate pastors was a 
different step altogether. 
Welcoming gays and lesbians in 
the pews is one thing; asking 
them to preach from the pulpit is 
quite another, Ilgenfritz said. 

But the process of becoming 
an affirming congregation made 
the church members more pre¬ 
pared for the most recent deci¬ 
sion, said Fitzgerald, a proud 
67-year-old father of a gay son, 
for whom he performed a com¬ 
mitment ceremony several years 
ago. (Unfortunately, they’ve 
since “divorced,” he added.) 

Ilgenfritz and Shull were 
dealt a devastating blow by a 
congregation in Columbus, 
Ohio, last year, when they gar¬ 
nered less than half of the mem¬ 
bers’ support. After that, they 
remained somewhat skeptical 
about the Seattle congregation, 
although ever hopeful. 

Following a week of attend¬ 
ing various church meetings, the 
couple led the church service 
Sunday morning, attended by 
about 800 parishioners - more 


than twice the regular number, 
Fitzgerald said. After their exit, 
the congregation got to work, 
preparing for the final vote. 

The energy during the dis¬ 
cussion was immeasurable, 
Fitzgerald said. To assuage 
some parishioners’ fears of los¬ 
ing members - and their contri¬ 
butions - one longtime member 
of the church, a married man in 
his 40s with children, walked up 
to the associate pastor and hand¬ 
ed her a check for $10,000. 

“Some would call that a mir¬ 
acle,” said Fitzgerald. 

But that wasn’t all. At one 
point during the open mike dis¬ 
cussion, an unassuming 73-year- 
old woman walked up to the 
front of the sanctuary, looked 
out at the congregation, and pro¬ 
ceeded to come out as a lesbian. 

“When we heard about that,” 
Shull said, “we lost it. You just 
want to cry. It’s really saying the 
whole process this church has 
gone through to look at our can¬ 
didacy has opened up possibili¬ 
ties for people in the church to 
be more honest.” 

And the couple hopes their 
positive influence will not stop 
at the church doors. Judging by 
the front-page treatment their 
appointment garnered in the 
local Seattle dailies and the cov¬ 
erage in local television media 
(not to mention their story being 
picked up by the wire service 
and appearing in papers nation¬ 
wide), they are confident that 
they can be positive role mod¬ 
els, particularly to gay and les¬ 
bian teen-agers and gays and 
lesbians of faith. 

“For a prominent church in a 
large city in the country to say 
we will ... stand up and say that 
Christianity embraces homosex¬ 
uality as part of God’s plan is 
amazing,” Shull said. “And we 
will not only say that on paper, 


but give a foundation to that by 
calling [openly gay] clergy.” 

“What a difference that would 
have made for me,” said Ilgenfritz. 

With the agonizing wait over, 
and reality sinking in, Shull and 
Ilgenfritz are looking forward to 
moving to their new home in the 
Pacific Northwest. But before 
they leave, the two will have 
one last hurrah in Chicago; on 
July 23, they will become the 
first gay couple to be united in 
holy union at St. Paul’s United 
Church of Christ on the North 
Side, where they have been 
active participants. 

“This has really been such an 
important community for us 
these past five years,” Ilgenfritz 
said. “We have to do it with peo¬ 
ple who have been our real sup¬ 
port and who have helped us 
through some tremendous years 
of our lives.” 

The Reverend Randy 
Deckwerth, the associate minis¬ 
ter at St. Paul’s who will per¬ 
form the service, said the couple 
will be missed come August. 

“There’s sort of the bitter¬ 
sweet of wishing they would 
stay but realizing they have gifts 
to carry on and share with oth¬ 
ers,” Deckwerth said. “We’re 
proud of them.” 

Shull and Ilgenfritz are over¬ 
whelmed that this actually is 
happening: They had prepared 
themselves for the real possibil¬ 
ity that it very well might not 
happen in their lifetime. But the 
rage and pain of all the letters of 
rejection are behind them, and 
all the people who told them 
they’d never get a church have 
been proven wrong. 

“Certainly 24 percent of the 
church didn’t think it’s a good 
idea,” Ilgenfritz said. “But there 
was such energy last week. This 
is the kind of church we want to 
belong to.” ▼

Screening Study to Identify Qualified 
HIV+ Participants for a Gene Therapy Trial 




Viagene, Inc. is conducting a screening study to evaluate and identify 40 qualified HIV-infected individuals for a 
separate Gene Therapy treatment study. 

The gene therapy trial is a "cutting edge" therapy that uses an jmmunotherapeutic vector [HIV-IT(V)] as a vehicle for 
carrying new genetic information into the cells in the body. Once in the body, these genes can trigger a series of 
steps to boost the immune system to better control HIV infection.

To qualify for 
the screening study, volunteers must have CD4 counts of 350 or greater and CD4 percent of 18% or greater. On 
subsequent testing, Human Leukocyte Antigen (HLA) type - a genetic marker on white blood cells indicating 
inherited immune characteristics - and Cytotoxic T-cell (CTL) activity will further determine eligibility for the proposed 
treatment study. The screening process will take place in four or more successive visits including blood draws over 
10 weeks.

He 
also was Chief Assistant Secretaiy of 
State in 1980 and 1981.

A long-time leader in the state’s Gay and Lesbian community, he was a 
founder of the Bay Area Non-Partisan Alliance, the state’s largest Gay and 
Lesbian PAC, and also served two terms as chair of the Lobby For Individual 
Freedom & Equality (LIFE), the major civil rights and AIDS lobby in 
Sacramento. 

A firm believer that true leadership is service to the whole community, he 
was active in the Episcopal Church, serving on the Vestry (church board) of 
the Church of the Advent of Christ the King, San Francisco, and the boards of 
directors of Canon Kip Community House and Episcopal Community 
Services, sponsors of programs for seniors, youth, and the homeless. A 
licensed Episcopal Church lay reader, he formerly served on the Stewardship 
Commission of the Episcopal Diocese and in recent years as a member and 
chairman of the Episcopal Diocese’s Planned Giving Commission. He also 
was a member of the board of directors of the Overseas Blind Foundation, 
Santa Rosa, California, which provides braille materials for the blind in under¬ 
developed countries. He was also a member of California Lodge No. 1, Free & 
Accepted Masons, California Bodies of Scottish Rite, and B.P.O. Elks Lodge 
No. 3, San Francisco.

What Happened to John Duran? 


by Karen Ocamb 

For a time it all seemed pos¬ 
sible: Tony Miller could be 
elected California Secretary of 
State, the first open gay elected 
to statewide office. Open les¬ 
bian Sheila James Kuehl could 
be elected to the state Assembly 
from the 41st District. And John 
Duran, also openly gay, could 
represent the 42nd District, 
which includes West 
Hollywood, in the same state 
Assembly. 

On June 7, two of the three 
came closer to actualizing that 
dream. Kuehl trounced her com¬ 


petition in the primary, and her 
November opponent seems 
much less qualified. Bureaucrat 
Miller trailed his competition in

the urban areas of Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, but that great 
expanse of middle California 
voted heavily for the man with 
the most experience for the job. 

Only Duran lost, but he lost 
badly, coming in sixth in a field 
of seven. Why? 

Two years ago, with the

backing of ANGLE and the 
Victory Fund, Duran received 
an unexpectedly high percent of 
the vote against the shoo-in 
Berman-Waxman-backed Burt 
Margolin in the same Assembly 
District. As a citizen politician, 
Duran seems at least qualified. 

So what happened in ’94? 

First of all, it was a very 
quiet, very nice, almost boring 
race. All the opponents seemed 
to like each other - although 
their supporters took bites out of 
the competition. They were all 
going basically for the same 
Westside voter, so they split 
votes on some issues and target¬ 
ed voters. Therefore, although 
Duran reached out to a number 
of the straight Westside voters 
who turned out for him last 
time, he targeted the gay vote - 
knowing of course that a num¬ 
ber of gays would vote for other 
candidates such as “honorary 
lesbian” Abbe Land or AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation support¬ 
er Dean Koretz. Duran counted 
on the gay vote - which didn’t 
turn out. 

With no real “hot button” 
issues surfacing in the district, 
his theme was “It’s time to elect 
one of our own.” At fundraisers 
he pointed out that in the past 
the Berman-Waxman political 
machine had promised to back 
an openly gay qualified candi¬ 
date, but that promise had been 
repeatedly broken regardless of 
how much money and support 
gays gave to traditional 
Berman-Waxman candidates. 
He also stressed that he “was 
tired of seeing my friends die,” 
saying that while others may 
compromise on money to AIDS, 
he would not. 

But gays are drenched in 
AIDS, are tired of hearing about 
it. It showed in the listeners’ 
faces: while they were moved 
by Duran’s eloquence on AIDS, 
they were not galvanized. Only 
San Francisco-based Tales of 
the City author Armistead 
Maupin was moved to act: he 
broke his own long-standing 
cardinal rule of never getting 
involved in political races and 
came out in support of Duran. A 
few others also got involved in 
supporting a candidate for the 
first time, mostly the “gym- 
boy/AB 101-babies” bitten by 
the political bug during the five 
days of demonstrations follow¬ 
ing Governor Wilson’s veto of 
AB 101. In their first acts of 
mainstream political activism 
they walked precincts and 
staffed phone banks for Duran 
with mostly straight women vol¬ 
unteers. 

Duran may also have suf¬ 
fered for his association with the 
“A-Gays” - the David Mixners 
and Scott Hitts who founded 
and have helped steer ANGLE, 
the Victory Fund, and numerous 
(successful) political fundrais¬ 
ers. 

“They think they’re really 
important. They think they have 
things all wrapped up. But it’s 
really only 150 good friends. It’s 
their arrogance. They don’t have 
any grassroot support. I went to 
a couple events for him and they 
were the same people. Sheila 
ran a great campaign. She didn’t 
make homosexuality an issue,” 
said one highly visible gay man 
who requested anonymity. 
“Besides, if you had a brain, 
you’d know that queers don’t 
vote unless it’s against some¬ 
thing. You can’t go after a single 
segment and win.” 

To some of the newly politi¬ 
cized, that sounds like “intemal- 
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John Duran 


homophobia bullshit.” But to 
more seasoned political watch¬ 
ers, the man raises a number of 
issues. Other post-campaign 
analysts agree that Duran should 
have run his campaign more like 
James. She had “broad-based 
appeal” and built remarkable 
coalitions. Although she was an 
out and proudly open lesbian, 
and appealed to and received 
money and support from the gay 
community, she didn’t make 
being lesbian a focus or even 
special part of her campaign. 
Like Miller, she was a qualified 
candidate who happened to be 

gay- 

Duran’s critics, on the other 
hand, say he spent all his time 
saying gay this, gay that, gay 
everything while only mention¬ 
ing other issues in passing. 
Although the charge is untrue, it 
illustrates the double standard 
he faced: while he did talk about 
other issues such as crime, the 
environment and women’s 
health, his gay audiences want¬ 
ed to hear about gay things - 
and then complained that he 
only talked about being gay. He 
was also the subject of a tongue- 
wagging campaign that posited 
him a “sexist pig,” despite, for 
example, having hired the first 
woman to head LIFE Lobby and 
having worked for and remained 
close friends with lesbian/femi¬ 
nist attorneys Diane Abbitt and 
Roberta Bennett - who finally 
placed an ad in the Lesbian 
News to refute the rumors. 

The biggest problem was 
Duran’s unabashedly sex-posi¬ 
tive stance and behavior, and the 
subsequent double standard it 
provoked. He was dubbed “a 
slut,” women said he flirted with 
gay men when he was supposed 
to be talking to them, and older 
gay men were afraid he’d prove 
an embarrassment once elected. 

He was also subjected to 
what former gay leader Torie 
Osborn calls the “scarcity men¬ 
tality” and “either/or” thinking 
during the campaign. Several 
gays and lesbians interviewed 
casually on the street said that if 
they could have an open gay in 
the statehouse they would chose 
Kuehl - not realizing that Kuehl 


and Duran were running in two 
separate districts and they could 
have both. They also easily 
remembered Kuehl as “Zelda” 
on Dobie Gillis, while they 
couldn’t remember Duran - 
regardless of how much money 
he spent advertising in the gay 
press and how many news sto¬ 
ries have featured him as a 
major player. “He’s just not 
leader material,” another gay 
man said off the record. 

As long time co-chair of 
LIFE Lobby, Duran helped 
author legislation and often 
addressed state and national 
lawmakers on gay and lesbian 
civil rights and AIDS issues. An 
outsider, he’s nonetheless famil¬ 
iar with the inner workings of 
government. He’s often gone 
toe-to-toe with the radical reli¬ 
gious right - chief among them. 
Traditional Values Coalition 
head Lou Sheldon - and won. 
He’s long seen the connection 
between AIDS and women’s 
health issues. As a civil rights 
attorney, he’s taken on lewd 
conduct and other cases - for 
free - simply because he 
believed the victims have had 
their First Amendment rights 
trampled. 

“Don’t blame the community 
for not supporting him,” said a 
highly respected lesbian. “He 
just didn’t get people to turn out 
to vote,” a gay man charged. 
Unfortunately, like two-thirds of 
California’s registered voters, 
most gays simply didn’t care to 
vote. 

Perhaps, unlike other minori¬ 
ty communities in urban 
America, we have become too 
assimilated to want to “elect one 
of our own” or too apathetic 
about the possibility of really 
being represented. Perhaps gay 
people don’t have the will to 
become the political force many 
in the mainstream think they 
already are. 

In the meantime, the apathy 
problem Duran faced is best 
illustrated by a friendly question 
he heard from a gay man in his 
district: the potential voter 
asked the candidate how the 
campaign was going - the day 
after the primary was over. ▼

WASHINGTON - A gene 
involved in cell division is like¬ 
ly a contributing factor in 
between 30 percent and 50 per¬ 
cent of breast cancer cases, a 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
researcher announced June 22. 

The gene, cyclin Dl, is the 
latest addition to a list of four or 
five “oncogenes” believed to 
contribute to breast cancer, said 
Dr. Emmett V. Schmidt, of the 
hospital’s cancer center. And the 
gene’s presence is now being 
used experimentally in formu¬ 
lating the prognosis for some 
cancer patients. 


Cyclin Dl, located on chro¬ 
mosome 11 of the 46 chromo¬ 
somes each human being pos¬ 
sesses, had been associated with 
breast cancer because about 40 
percent of breast cancer patients 
were found to have “way too 
much” of a protein produced by 
the gene, Schmidt said. 

His team of researchers said 
they confirmed the cancer-caus¬ 
ing potential of the gene by 
inserting it into 12 mice, where 
it appeared to trigger growth of 
invasive breast cancer in eight 
of the animals. For the 
researchers, that demonstrated 
the gene contributed to cancer. 

“Everything else was cir¬ 


cumstantial evidence,” Schmidt 
said. 

The research findings were 
published in the British journal 
Nature. 

Previous research showed the 
gene produces an abnormal 
amount of protein in 30 percent 
to 50 percent of cancer patients. 
His research showed that “having 
too much does mean something.” 

The gene, however, cannot 
be used to predict who will get 
breast cancer and is not associ¬ 
ated with early or inherited 
breast cancer, he said. But 
Schmidt said its presence may 
be used to predict how aggres¬ 
sive tumors will be. ▼

this spiel blatantly homophobic, 
intolerably moralistic, and 
rather offensive. (It should be 
noted, however, that he has a 
small but vocal band of 
groupies, “the Dues bags,” who 
turn out in force wherever he 
speaks.) 

Despite his sweeping accusa¬ 
tions and daring claims (for 
example, Duesberg believes that 
there is no AIDS epidemic in 
Africa), the renegade scientist 
has made no effort to prove his 
theories or to test his hypothesis. 
Dr. Winklestein, openly skepti¬ 
cal of Duesberg’s approach, 
nonetheless decided to give it a 
fair test. Working with the San 
Francisco Men’s Cohort data 
base, which features longitudi¬ 
nal stats on nearly a thousand 
HIVers, he divided the sample 
into “drug-using” and non-drug¬ 
using groups and then compared 
them on longevity and measures 
of HIV progression. 

If the Duesberg theory had 
any merit, the rate of AIDS and 
its progression should have been 
much higher in the “drug-user” 
group than in the abstainers. In 
fact, there was no significant 
difference between the groups in 
the incidence of AIDS or HIV 
progression, except that the dop¬ 
ers had, on the average, higher 
T-cell counts. 

This result was enough to put 
another nail in the coffin of the 
Duesberg theory (a coffin 
which, at this point, must be 
more nails than lumber). It also 
raises the question of how “drug 
abuse” can actually boost the 
immune system. 

Beneficial side effects 

The first place to look, obvi¬ 
ously, is at what kinds of drugs 
were actually being used. While 
the “drug-user” category includ¬ 
ed people using a wide range of 
drugs, such as alcohol, coke, 
crack, and various injectables, 
by far the most commonly con¬ 
sumed substance was marijuana. 
Probably nothing else was used 
by a large enough proportion of 
the “drug users” to account for 
much of the total effect. It may 
be that the IL-2 boosting proper¬ 
ties of THC counterbalance the 
expected degenerative effects of 
“drug abuse.” 

Dr. Winklestein certainly did¬ 
n’t make this claim. Probably he 
suspects that any differences 
between the groups are better 
explained by simple deviance 
rather than by any therapeutic 


effect. The simple statistical fact 
is that when you divide a group 
of people into “deviants” (in this 
case, drug users) and non¬ 
deviants, you find all sorts of 
interesting contrasts between 
them but can never really pin 
them down. This “deviance” 
factor is one that substantially 
invalidates most of the research

done to date which suggests that 
homosexuality is genetic (since 
a homosexual who will “come 
out” to a researcher, or by any 
means come to their attention, is 
almost by definition deviant). 

This deviance split probably 
explains why cigarette smokers 
tend to have higher T-cell counts 
than non-smokers, another para¬ 
doxical research result observed 
by Dr. Winklestein. Such per¬ 
plexing data are hard to inte¬ 
grate into our current picture of 
the immune system, and thus 
they tend to be ignored. At least 
the tobacco companies, hard- 
pressed by local legislation and 
accused of fostering addiction, 
haven’t picked up on this little 
tidbit. If they did they might try 
to hog all of the money budget¬ 
ed for research on “alternative 
treatments” for HIV. 

The absence of good, direct 
research and the statistical 
noise that inevitably intrudes 
on indirect research compli¬ 
cate the verification of mari¬ 
juana’s therapeutic effects. But 
the general accumulation of 
positive evidence, along with 
the directly observable benefi¬ 
cial side effects, will likely 
encourage HIVers to keep on 
smokin’. T 


Garden-Variety 

Immunomodulators

R ecent research by a 
University of 
Florida scientist 
found that THC, the 
active ingredient in 
marijuana, boosts the produc¬ 
tion of Interlueken 2, an impor¬ 
tant immunomodulator that 
counters the effects of AIDS and 
cancer. Many attempts have 
been made to administer IL-2 
directly by injection, but the 
effects were too toxic. If THC 
can reliably boost IL-2 levels, it 
will spur development of mari¬ 
juana as a serious therapeutic 
agent. 

The discovery of the 
THC/IL-2 link was serendipi¬ 
tous; the researcher was actually 
investigating the effects of THC 
on cyclosporan, an immunosup¬ 
pressant used during organ 
transplants to minimize the 
chances of host rejection. She 
found the expected interaction, 
that THC potentiated the 
cyclosporan and increased its 
immunosuppressive effect. But 
in checking to make sure that 
THC wasn’t adding an immuno¬ 
suppressive effect of its own, 
she discovered that by itself 
THC actually stimulated the 
immune system, and IL-2 in 
particular. 

Aside from any direct 


effects on the immune system, 
marijuana is already popular as 
a treatment for AIDS-related 
wasting and to treat the side 
effects of chemotherapy. It’s 
been clear for some time that it 
alleviates nausea, stimulates 
appetite, and elevates mood. 
It’s cheap - if it were legal, it 
would be virtually free since 
you can easily grow it in a win¬ 
dow box - and it has a better 
index of safety (that is, the ratio 
of a therapeutic dose to a toxic 
one) than most over-the- 
counter pharmaceuticals. 

Despite this, only the less 
effective pill form (Marinol™) 
is legal, and the lives of PWAs 
and cancer patients are held to 
be less important than the empty 
moral crusade of the war on 
drugs. 

This is why there has yet to 
be a serious clinical trial of mar¬ 
ijuana. The results would be so 
embarrassing to the powers that 
be that no researcher dares essay 
it. Besides, how would you ever 
fund such a study or market its 
results? Still, indirect research 
in favor of the weed, like the 
Florida study, continues to accu¬ 
mulate. 

T-cells get high 

One such indirect boost came 
from research published last 
year by UCSF’s Dr. Warren 


Winklestein. He found that a 
group of “drug-using” PWAs 
not only failed to “progress” 
faster than a comparison group 
of non-drug users, but that the 
druggies had higher average T- 
cell counts than the abstainers. 

The study was a clever test of 
the anti-HIV theory of the noto¬ 
rious Dr. Peter Duesberg. Dr. D 
has become the darling of con¬ 
spiracy theorists and the British 
tabloid media with his high-pro¬ 
file but entirely unsubstantiated 
claims that AIDS is in fact 
caused by systematic drug abuse 
and hyperactive sexuality. Most 
PWAs, myself included, find

and counterproductive,” 
Kennedy said, illustrating his 
point with the example of more 
than a quarter of the Fortune 
1,000 companies that have 
moved to eliminate this discrim¬ 
ination and “create a workplace 
environment where everyone 
can excel.” 

Coretta Scott King, the 
embodiment of the civil rights 
movement, joined Kennedy in 
lauding the bill. “For too long, 
our nation has tolerated this 
insidious form of discrimina¬ 
tion against this group of 
Americans, who have worked 
as hard as any other group, paid 
their taxes like everyone else, 
and yet have been denied equal 
protection under the law,” she 
said. 

“As my husband, Martin 
Luther King, Jr., said, ‘Injustice 
anywhere is a threat to justice 
everywhere.’ Like Martin, I 
don’t believe you can stand for 
freedom for one group and deny 
it to others. 

“So I see this bill as a step 
forward for freedom and human 
rights in our country and a logi¬ 
cal extension of the Bill of 
Rights and the civil rights 
reforms of the 1950s and 
1960s.” 

“This is a great day for 
democracy,” said the wheel¬ 
chair-bound Justin Dart, Jr. “Mr. 
Jefferson and Martin Luther 
King are smiling.” Dart was an 
appointee of former President 
George Bush, and a driving 
force behind passage of the last 
great piece of civil rights legis¬ 
lation, the Americans with 


Disabilities Act. 

“Our forefathers and mothers 
came to this country because we 
offered extraordinary legal 
guarantees of equal opportunity. 
They got rich and America got 
rich. Every time we expanded 
those civil rights guarantees to 
include another oppressed 
minority, America got richer, 
America became more democ¬ 
ratic,” Dart said. 

“Civil rights puts the ‘free’ in 
free enterprise. America is not 
rich in spite of civil rights. 
America is rich because of civil 
rights.” 

Representative Barney Frank 
took the offensive with a pre¬ 
emptive spin: “We tried very 
hard to anticipate the nonsense, 
though I will confess, our abili¬ 
ty to anticipate nonsense lags 
behind the ability of our oppo¬ 
nents to manufacture it. 

“We will run into a great deal 
of distortion - don’t give ‘spe¬ 
cial rights’ to gay men and les¬ 
bians,” said Frank. He called 
ENDA “one of the most careful¬ 
ly drafted bills you will ever see 
... about 20 percent of it tells 
you what it doesn’t do. 

“We have produced a bill that 
says one thing and one thing 
only: You cannot be discrimi¬ 
nated against on the basis of 
your sexual orientation. And it 
absolutely prohibits any other 
use of this bill.” 

Frank urged the assembled 
and the press to go to states that 
have already passed similar pro¬ 
tection for lesbians and gays and 
“you will find none of the horror 
stories that the opponents are 
going to bring forward.” 

Ralph Neas, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Leadership 
Conference on Civil Rights 


(LCCR), “the coalition which 
has led the fight for every major 
civil rights law since 1957,” 
threw support of that organiza¬ 
tion behind the ENDA. It is the 
first time LCCR has “endorsed a 
specific legislative measure 
which prohibits discrimination 
against gays and lesbians.” 

Kennedy labeled the 30 
cosponsors in the Senate “strong 
support,” noting that a previous 
gay and lesbian civil rights bill 
had only gathered 16 co-spon¬ 
sors. A majority of the members 
of his Human Resources com¬ 
mittee have already signed on, 
committee hearings will be 
scheduled “right after the Fourth 
of July, and we have every 
expectation of reporting this 
legislation out by the end of the 
July.” 

Frank and fellow openly gay 
Representative Gerry Studds 
(D-MA) are the principal spon¬ 
sors in the House. About 100 


members have already signed 
on as co-sponsors, and the num¬ 
ber is still growing. Frank said, 
“We have been told by a lot of 
people they are going to vote for 
it, but don’t quite want to co¬ 
sponsor it at this point.” 
Hearings in the House are likely 
after Labor Day. 

Frank hopes “the presence of 
genuine bipartisanship on both 
sides will reduce the temptation 
to use this for partisan purposes 
and we can get this to a debate 
on its merits. I think we are in 
very good shape.” 

Introduction of the bill caps 
months of work by gay and civil 
rights organizations to forge a 
draft bill most likely to achieve 
passage. The Human Rights 
Campaign Fund played a major 
role in the process, as did the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force. But the effort also spread 
to embrace Log Cabin 
Republicans and several reli¬ 


gious denominations. 

The bill differs from existing 
civil rights statutes in that “the 
ENDA contains a broader reli¬ 
gious exemption, and it 
excludes disparate impact 
claims. In addition, the ENDA 
specifically prohibits affirma¬ 
tive action,” read explanatory 
literature distributed at the news 
conference. 

“Traditional statistical analy¬ 
sis, which lies at the core of 
most race or gender disparate 
impact claims, is difficult to 
conduct in the context of sexual 
orientation discrimination,” the 
explanation continued. “Privacy 
concerns usually preclude an 
accurate statistical count of gay, 
bisexual, and straight employ¬ 
ees in either the workplace or 
applicant pool.” 

The bill does not require 
companies to offer domestic 
partner benefits. It does not 
apply to the military. ▼

T ribe was poised to be 
the biggest and bright¬ 
est gay magazine on 
the market. After 
months of market test¬ 
ing and number crunching, Time 
Inc. Ventures - the new magazine 
division of media giant Time 
Warner - was prepared to launch 
its first gay-oriented publication. 
Business plans had been worked 
out, and editorial visions had 
been fine-tuned. And then Time 
Warner pulled the plug. 

“I didn’t have a vote whether 
they would do it or not, but I had 
to put the best argument for¬ 
ward ,” says Maer Roshan, who 
would have been Tribe's editor. 
Best-known as editor of the 
defunct gay magazine QW, 
Roshan was the person who 
brought the idea to Time Warner 
in the first place, and oversaw the 
last six months of work on the 
project. Until a few weeks ago, 
Roshan says, everything 
appeared to be going smoothly. 
“I was confident it would hap¬ 
pen,” he says. “Unfortunately, at 
the last moment....” 

At the last moment, the num¬ 
bers did not add up. Time Warner 
handles magazines whose circu¬ 
lations fall in the millions, but 
Tribe’s expected circulation was 
a mere 250,000 - small by Time 
Warner standards. And even that 
number was pure speculation; the 
largest gay magazine on the mar¬ 
ket today is Out, with a circula¬ 
tion of only 100,000. 

“Nobody knows how many 
gay and lesbian consumers there 
are, and how many will buy mag¬ 
azines, so you’re kind of doing

“We are whole 
human beings, not castrated 
men,” said Griffith. 

It may not come to castra¬ 
tion, but somebody wants to get 
rid of that pesky penis on the 
cover of the latest issue of the 
San Francisco based ‘zine, 
HOMOture. According to edi¬ 
tor Fluffy Boy, the ‘zine, 
which is distributed worldwide, 
is encountering its greatest diffi¬ 
culty getting on bookshelves 
right here in the States.

And, perhaps, that’s 
why God created homosexuals? 

9. “On Father’s Day?” What 
delicious irony - reverent, yet 
with just enough camp to keep 
things from getting as sanctimo¬ 
nious as yourself. 

10. “I want an apology.” 
Sorry, girlfriend, no can do. But 
you can forgive yourself for 
misunderstanding us, and hope 
that your kids will forgive you 
for feeding them false expecta¬ 
tions. 


Het Arrogance on Parade 


I t happens every year. A 
few days after the Gay 
and Lesbian parade 
there’s a Letter to the 
Editor in the Chronicle 
from a shocked and disgrun¬ 
tled housewife/mother. Letters 
like the one below, which the 
Chron published on 
Wednesday, June 24, 1994: 

“Last week was my first Gay 
Pride Parade and I was really 
excited to attend, because I have 
always had genuine respect for 
gays and lesbians. That is, until 
the parade. I expected to see 
beautiful costumes, wonderful 
floats, singing and dancing 
reflecting the many artistic, tal¬ 
ented members of the gay com¬ 
munity, whom I have known 
and shared much of my life 
with... 

My husband, myself and four 
of our children attended what 
we expected to be a wonderful 
afternoon and memorable 
Father’s Day. Something a little 
different... 

Boy! Were we shocked and 
surprised. This most likely will 
be the first and last Gay Pride 
Parade for all of us. What a 
shame. And what a horrible way 
to introduce the gay and lesbian 
community to our children! 

Let’s cut right to the nitty 
grit. “Dykes on Bikes” is a wild 
and exciting sight normally. But 
what right do they have to 
parade around half-to-totally 
naked? What costumes some 
did decide to wear were in very 
bad taste. They made total fools 
of themselves in front of tens of 
thousands of people. 

I’m certainly not going to let 


the gay men off the hook either. 
The ‘girls’ who were camping it 
up in drag were wonderful, and 
the one float was great. But who 
the hell gave those others the 
right to parade around with their 
genitals hanging out and flop¬ 
ping around?

Sick and Twisted’s Poseidon Adventure 


Nautical Nightmare

For those who don’t remem¬ 
ber, the S.S. Poseidon, a large 
but older luxury liner that makes 
the Love Boat look like the S.S. 
Minnow, tips over when it goes 
head-to-head with a gigantic 
tidal wave just minutes after its 
passengers ring in the new year. 
Led by Reverend Scott 
(Hackman), a small group of 
potential survivors, including 
Winters, meek Jack Albertson, 
incorrigible Ernest Borgnine, 
screetchy Stella Stevens, 
Roddie McDowell, and Red 
Buttons begin climbing up 
through the bowels of the ship 
to get to the propeller room 
where the hull is only an inch 
thick. All this on the hopes that 
someone may save them there. 
Not everyone makes it. 

Oddly enough, Vaguely and 
company have remained 
remarkably faithful to the text 
and action of the film. Aside 
from a few Airplane! -like 
jokes, a little campiness here 
and there, the production nearly 
mimics the film. Of course, in 
this light, the story takes on an 
entirely new meaning, and what 
was once frightening now is 
great fun. 

I have to hand it to Tony 
Vaguely, the writer, director, and 
designer of this juicy treat. His 
creativity knows no bounds. As 
the less than merry band of 
potential survivors weave their 
way through the ship. Vaguely 
has them crawling through tun¬ 
nels and climbing up all sorts of 
ingeniously constructed ladders. 
And, in a burst of genius, 
Vaguely creates a deceptively 
simple, see-thru, blue-screen 


box for the famous swimming 
scene. Most impressive, though, 
is the ship’s capsizing. Only 
moments after the passengers 
sing “Auld Lang Syne,” the 
wave hits. Lights flash, party 
favors and plates go flying, bod¬ 
ies roll, and voices scream. 
Suddenly the din ceases, the 
lights come up, and the 
Christmas tree is upside down. 
A weak voice calls, “Manny?” 

From this point on, Vaguely’s 
cast comes to life. Johnny Kat as 
Hackman/Reverend Scott is 
irrepressible. Laurie Bushman 
and Leigh Crow play the con¬ 
stantly quarrelling Linda and 
Mike Rogo (Stevens and 
Borgnine) with gusto.

performances. Early in the first 
act, Anderson Lim, as not-as- 
impressionable-as-he-seems 
Robert, pulls out all the stops as 
he sings to his Sunday night 
trick Anthony (Jay Rasnick), 
“You’re Not the Man I’m Gonna 
Marry.” While most of the pro¬ 
duction has been low-key, even 
controlled up to this point, here 
Lim takes over, and with the 
power of his performance and 
terrific voice, he pushes his 
leather-clad lover across the 
stage. 

Nathan Wallick’s perfor¬ 
mance as Ricky is a little more 
tricky. His big number doesn’t 
occur until near the end of the 
second act. By this time, Ricky 
is nearly washed up because of a 
self-destructive drug habit. 
Relegated to working as a go-go 
boy after being thrown out by 
his conservative middle-aged 
lover Joe (Michael Cameron 
Benbrook), Ricky’s breakdown 
during his performance of “You 
Wannit Bad” is quite touching. 

As good as these perfor¬ 
mances are, the production as a 
whole seems more like a partial¬ 
ly developed workshop than a 
finished show. As written by 
Mach with music by Darien 
Martus, this story is told com¬ 
pletely in song. After the open¬ 
ing title number in which the 
performers sing about that one 
special love, the musical intro¬ 
duces its audience to its three 


couples. 

In San Francisco, vacation¬ 
ing Robert in a cashmere 
sweater gets picked up by sex- 
worker Anthony in a SOMA 
leather bar. In Chicago, Ricky 
and hung over Joe meet at a 
Metropolitan Community 
Church service. In New York, 
political activist Charles (David 
Foley) and non-political Sam 
(Derek Lassiter) meet at a rally. 
The musical then chronicles the 
ups and eventual downs of these 
relationships. 

Robert and Anthony struggle 
with Anthony’s occupation and 
former promiscuity. Ricky and 
Joe struggle with their addic¬ 
tions, Joe’s ex-wife and kids, 
their age difference, and Joe’s 
closetedness. Sam and Charles 
struggle with Charles’ over¬ 
whelming anger at the world 
and AIDS. 

That the performances are 
particularly good makes the pro¬ 
duction that much more frustrat¬ 
ing. Although Mach could use 
more specificity in each of the 
relationships (particularly 
Charles and Sam’s), it is not so 
much his writing that is prob¬ 
lematic. 

This small, intimate show 
cries out for live music; as it 
stands, the pre-recorded score 
sounds like a continual techno 
post-disco track and far too syn¬ 
thetic for such a lively produc¬ 
tion. It also needs a little more

There’s a lot of street noise 
where I’m staying in the East 
Village. Only in the midmom- 
ing is it really quiet enough to 
hear the sounds of the neighbor¬ 
hood: “Marcel-LA! Open de 
window” is shouted up to the 
third floor; someone else clang- 
ingly scavenges through the 
contents of trash cans; one can 
actually hear birds sing. “Hec¬ 
tor! Hec-tor!” is repeated persis¬ 
tently, sounding something like

a Puerto Rican doorbell. 

Finally, we’re off to find 
“Patina du Prey’s Memorial 
Dress,” a gown embossed with 
the names of 25,000 people 
who’ve died of AIDS. You enter 
the only warehouse in SoHo that 
does not look like a gallery: to 
your right is a mirror and dress¬ 
ing table draped with drag para¬ 
phernalia, and directly ahead is 
a platform bearing “gender sub- 
verter” Hunter Reynolds, who 
wears the dress. He revolves on 
the platform, looking everything 
like one of those mannequins 
spinning atop a music box. 
Intermittently he stares into 
your eyes, but only for a split 
second; the experience is devas¬ 
tating. 

The evening proceeds with a 
run over to Liberty Pier to see 
Tina Landau’s site-specific 
Stonewall: Night Variations. 
This brilliant off-off Broadway 
piece was kicked even further 
out of Tribeca by a community 
board that was fearful that the 


play’s subject matter would 
attract “riff-raff.” Now Night 
Variations - a musical evoca¬ 
tion of seven personal accounts 
of the Stonewall riots - is per¬ 
formed on a pier, before the 
lovely Jersey skyline. 

Late night consists of a visit 
with Justin Bond to a Village 
rock club. On the bill with Pussy 
Tourette is the band Nancy Boy 
featuring Donovan Leitch - the 
son of Donovan, my favorite 
’60s fag. It’s little surprise that 
Donovan the younger wears eye 
make-up, lame pants and a shirt 
rhinestone-studded with the 
question: Do You Want to 

Seduce Me? What is surprising 
is that when the concert is over 
he leans onto his guitar player’s 
shoulder and announces, “From 
the two Jewish boys - Oy vey is 
mir!” As it turns out, according 
to an anonymous blond AIDS 
activist rock writer, daddy 
Donovan Leitch’s real name 
was Don ibn Levi. 

A day of Yiddishkeit 

This day we planned six 
months ago, back in San 
Francisco, with our energetic 
friend Sima, a student of 
Russian at Stanford and a native 
of Sheepshead Bay, Brooklyn. 
We didn’t know that we’d be 
joined by her Jewish mother as a 
bonus. We all meet in the ticket 
line for the Ellis Island ferry. 
The boat is crowded with fags 
and dykes; most disembark at 
the Statue of Liberty. “Oh I’m a 
tourist again,” Sima enthuses. 
“And Lady Liberty’s large! 
She’s tough.” 

Mama Elyce is tough too. 
She lived in the Haight, “during 
the flower children years.” Now 
she plays tennis with a gang of 
women her age. “I helped one of 
my good friends practice for the 
Gay Games. For her 60th birth¬ 
day she got Bat Mitzvah’d at 
the New York lesbian and gay 
shul - her kids were there, her 
grandkids.” 

The new museum of immi¬ 
gration on Ellis Island is a won¬ 
derful evocation of “peak years 
of migration” to the U.S. - 1880 
to 1924. Photos of santeria are 
shown next to a kaballic 
Hebrew pentagram. Stars of 
David adorn team T-shirts of a

start of the century? 

A day at the games 

While gobbling down our 
first sacramental New York 
bagels, Ken and I rush via sub¬ 
way to an Eastside pool for a 
swimming competition. We’re 
trying to catch my best friend 
Sandy Lowe’s last race at the 
Games. Sandy is a radical rabbi 
who teaches Old and New 
Testament history at Santa Rosa 
Jr. College. I cheered for him at 
Gay Games I in San Francisco 
in 1982. He was 46 then; he’s 58 
now. 

We find out he hasn’t swum 
yet, thank God. Thousands of 
truly gorgeous bodies - the 
swim-toned ones, not those 
lumpy weight-lifter types - 
abound. Most of them are clean- 
cut white boys - no greybeard 
Jews. We do notice, though, that 
Jewish lesbian folk singer Phranc 
(Gottlieb) is swimming with 
WH20 (West Hollywood 
Aquatics) against DC/AC (an 
Aquatic Club from our nation’s 
capitol). “Did she already com¬ 
pete?” we ask two Asian dykes 
who carry Phranc placards. One 
points a thumb over our shoul¬ 
ders and we look. It’s really her, 
Phranc of the jutting jawline and 
signature flattop, which is cov¬ 
ered now by a swim cap. “Is this 
better than performing on stage?” 
I ask. ‘This is the best,” Phranc 
answers, full of adrenaline. 

Finally we spot Sandy. We 
yell his name and he waves at 
us, and the world. Sandy finish¬ 
es third in his age group, and is 
in line for a bronze medal. The 
last one to finish gets applause, 
hugs and kisses from team¬ 
mates. Even I, despite an intense 
dislike of competitive sports, 
love this. 

After, we talk to Sandy, who 
grew up in the Bronx and went 
to seminary in Manhattan. 
“Frankly,” he says, “New York 
hasn’t changed, only gotten 
more so.” Returning as an ath¬ 
lete now, has he changed? “I 
was a fat Jewish introvert - my 
mom’s assessment. I’m now a 
svelte cosmopolitan extrovert. 
Well, svelte, anyway. But I feel 
sorry for kids who grow up here 
- not a lot of space for them, or 
beauty.”

A re you from New 
York?” is a question 
people frequently 
ask me. My 

response: “No, just 
Jewish.” Even my Filipino- 
Portugese boyfriend Ken 

laughs, although he’s heard it 
more than once. 

Now, after separate plane 
rides, we meet on the streets of 
New York at Gay Games central 
to get press credentials, and he 


tells me, “In San Francisco you 
stand out as almost obnoxious, 
but here you fit right in. Except 
you’re nicer.” Gee, thanks. 

Our last visit to New York 
was a trip with our Puerto Rican 
pal Robert and a gay Dominican 
artist who helped design the 
wings for Angels In America. 
At that time we experienced the 
Big Apple as a Latin city puls¬ 
ing with all the energy of those 
large, vital immigrant groups. 
But what is left of the Yiddish 
Mecca my people found at the 
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Boys on Christopher Street, Stonewall 25. 
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Chicago Hebrew Gym Club. 

Our excursion continues on 
the A train, away from Harlem 
to Brighton Beach, Brooklyn. 
We get off the El train to buy the 
best onion and cheese knishes in 
all of New York. We carry them 
through this Hasid-free Jewish 
emigre district to nosh on 
Riegelmann Boardwalk. 

Energized, we share the wood 
walkway toward Coney Island 
with a wide cast of characters. 
Russians eat in Cafe Tatiana 
Sushi Bar. A handball game 
stars shirtless Puerto Ricans. A 
crazy man goes from trash can 
to trash can chanting, “I don’t 
want to study Holy Books. I’m 
not a man.” Post-fiar Mitzvah 
Stress Disorder? 

We rush back to Manhattan 
to meet Sandy and his friend 
Neil, who, on the way to Gay 
Games Closing Night, plans to 
visit the Bronx neighborhood 
where they grew up. It’s only 
two subway stops past Yankee 
Stadium. The old neighborhood, 
at 170th and the Grand 
Concourse, is now all black, 
Spanish-speaking and very 
vibrant. “It hasn’t died,” Sandy 
notes, “just completely changed 
ethnicity. The store that used to 
sell kosher pickles now sells 
stalks of sugar cane. This was a 
100 percent Jewish ghetto when 
my mother died 30 years ago. 
There was not one single 
church, until you got to 
Highgate.” He gestures at a 
steeple in the distance. “I met a 
Lutheran minister years later, 
visited him over there. He lived 
in the parish house with a black 
male lover.” 

Coming together: 
a day of pride 

The day of Stonewall 25 we 
start with a brunch at John’s stu¬ 
dio and head for Fifth Avenue, 
the illegal route to Central Park. 
We find we’ve forced the clo¬ 
sure of Fifth as well as First 
Avenue and we’re proud to 
march with ACT UP under such 
signs as “Gay Liberation: A 
Movement Not a Market” and 
“How Many of Us Will be Alive 
for Stonewall 35?” 

I’m wearing a T-shirt that 
reads “Loud Pushy Jew Fag,” 


which we customize by adding 
“Nobody Knows I’m a...” So 
it’s easy to meet fellow wander¬ 
ers along the way. Andy, who 
carries an “Avenge Sodom and 
Gomorrah” protest sign intro¬ 
duces himself: “I’m a sweet 
Jewish boy from New Jersey. 
Here’s my sweet gay brother. 
My sweet Jewish mother still 
lives across the river. I brought 
my Iranian Muslim boyfriend 
home and my grandma made 
matzo ball soup for him when 
he wasn’t feeling well. True 
story.” 

We’re approaching St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral to the chant 
of “2-4-6-8, We Don’t Need 
Your Twisted Hate.” Ken, of 
good Catholic stock, dutifully 
lies down for the die-in. 
Writer/activist Doug 

Sadownick, whose recently 
published book Sacred Lips of 
the Bronx explores the relation¬ 
ship between dorky adolescent 
Mikey and lanky Puerto Rican 
basketball player Hector, enter¬ 
tains a rant: “My parents from 
the Bronx are ashamed of me. I 
was the religious one and being 
queer was my way out of it. But 
I repudiate their ghetto shame- 
based, survivor-oriented, moral¬ 
ity-laden, paranoia-driven, 
patriarchal brand of Judaism. 
It’s important to know where 
you came from, but I have no 
sentimental attachment to it.” 

At Bergdorf-Goodman we all 
meet up with the official march 
and cheer each other - as if the 
bad baby brother had returned. 

As the day winds down, we 
meet the Ocasio family, who got 
up at 6 a.m. to bring their entire 
clan to memorialize “our broth¬ 
er Benny Ocasio and our best 
friend Vincent Alston,” both 
dead from AIDS. 

Seeing this family’s resolve - 
it doesn’t matter what their eth¬ 
nicity, Puerto Rican, Jewish or 
Irish - makes me feel proud. For 
it was growing up a Jew, and 
learning to be proud about it, 
that later allowed me to accept 
myself as gay. Being Jewish 
made me comfortable in an 
Outsider identity. But knowing 
that New York existed - a 
homeland, a place where every¬ 
one “shleps to Brooklyn” (I 
heard a black man say that), or 


asks, “Did ya remember to buy 
knishes?” (a Chinese girl says to 
her little sister) - made me feel 
a certain strength in belonging. 
As it is written: “If you are not 
for yourself, who will be? But if 
you are only for yourself, get 
over it girl.” T

Alternative Voices

“Look at that smile, see the 
life in her eyes, hold on to that 
image.” Such are the words that 
roll off the lips of the entire cast 
of Positive Women, an educa¬ 
tional theatre piece being pro¬ 
duced at various theatrical 
venues around the City this 
summer. 

Positive Women is the ani¬ 
mated story of six women, and 
what HIV has done to their 
lives. It is about pride and 
shame, anger and compassion, 
laughing and crying, living and 
dying. It’s about mothers, 
daughters, wives and friends. 

The stage is simple: six 
women, six chairs, six flash¬ 
lights, and six notebooks. The 
last prop is what separates this 
play from others. The characters 
read their lines directly from 
highlighted notebooks. Sadly, 
they struggle quite a bit, but the 
intermittent lack of fluidity 
doesn’t destroy the power of the 
message. 

The six-woman cast varies in 
age, ethnicity, sexual orienta¬ 
tion, and educational back¬ 
ground, but all are linked by 
being HIV-positive. The charac¬ 
ters range from a former IV 
drug user to a 41-year-old 
divorced nurse and her teenage 
daughter. All the women repre¬ 


sented are at risk whether gay or 
straight, married or single - and 
that’s precisely the point: AIDS 
is not a moral issue, it is a health 
issue. 

Each women performs a 
scene about living with HIV, 
then the stage goes black while

a slide projector illuminates 
facts about HIV on a screen. 
One of the women reads these 
facts to the audience, then the 
stage lights up again, and the 
cycle continues. This produc¬ 
tion is not about theater, it’s ■ 
about education. 

Unlike other plays, an added 
dimension of reality exists here; 
the reality that the women you 
are watching on stage do not 


leave their characters at the the¬ 
ater when they go home. Only 
one of these women is an 
actress, the other five play 
themselves. This has both posi¬ 
tive and negative aspects. 
Whether it is disturbing or 
enlightening knowing that these 
women are actually HIV posi¬ 
tive has a powerful effect, but 
the lack of acting steals some of 
that power. 

Positive Women is intended 
to educate. Therefore critiquing 
it as a play hardly does it justice. 
Author Louie Jenkins and 
Director Victoria Rue bring the 
community an alternative voice 
for one ultimate message. It is 
education through entertain¬ 
ment. Where articles with facts 
and figures fail, this play suc¬ 
ceeds. The facts and figures are 
brought to life; the numbers take 
on a face and an identity. “Look 
at that smile, see the life in her 
eyes, hold onto that image.” ▼ 

Positive Women is present¬ 
ed by Artists Confronting 
AIDS. The New College 
Theater will host the next per¬ 
formance on Thursday, July 7. 
The production then moves to 
Theater Rhinoceros for perfor¬ 
mances on Monday, July 18 
and Tuesday, July 19.

The Dullard’s Guide to Life 


The Gay Guy’s Guide to Life 
by Ken Hanes; 

Fireside Books, $6.95 

The 463 “Maxims, Manners, 
and Mottoes” in Ken Hanes Gay 
Guy’s Guide to Life can be divid¬ 
ed into four categories. A minority 
of them are life-saving, inspira¬ 
tional and wise affirmations with 
queer resonances, such as #1: 
‘Turn your love of men into art,” 
#7: “Every child needs a gay role 
model,” or #106: “Never read your 
boyfriend’s journal.” 

The vast majority of these can 
be classified as well-meaning, 
maternal, pithy “Ask Beth-”ish 
reminders, like “moisturize, recy¬ 
cle, use oil-based lube, and be nice 
to lesbians.” Finally we come to 
patronizing, clueless, insults such 


as, #339: “Cruising has etiquette. 
Stay out of public restrooms. It’s 
illegal, unsanitaiy, and is the worst 
PR for the gay community imagin¬ 
able.” Lou Sheldon and the Log 
Cabin Club couldn’t have put it bet¬ 
ter. After all, PR, hygeine, and 
obeying the law is what it’s all 
about, eh Mr. Hanes? Then there’s 
this cavalier pronouncement, #423: 
“Vote. Always.” Mr. Hanes, I have 
a motto for you: The lesser of two 
evils is still evil. 

If you’re as jaded and tired as 
this ghetto critic, flip through the 
book at A Different Light for a 
chuckle and, depending on what 
seven dollars means to you, con¬ 
sider buying it for a naive, young 
LYRIC lad fresh off the bus from 
some place repressive like Fresno 
or the Sunset. ▼ —Kevin Davis

a monotone delivery (Egads! 
Does this mean Keanu might 
direct some day?), but, alas, Mr. 
Reeves is no Seagal. 

Speed succeeds in spite of its 
star and because first-time direc¬ 
tor Jan De Bont, who as DP of 
Basic Instinct was a target of 
community heckling, has a visual 
flair and a fine sense of suspense. 

Raging Jack 

On a cold and lonely (and 
juicily photographed) country 
night. Jack Nicholson, editor-in- 
chief of a major New York pub¬ 
lishing house, is bitten by a 
wolf. Anyone who’s been con¬ 
scious the past century knows 
what that means, but Mike 
Nichols’ Wolf is as interested in 
the “nuances” of Nicholson’s 
transformation into a raging car¬ 
nivore as its actual fulfillment. 

Nice-guy Nicholson’s com¬ 
pany is about to be bought out 
by a conglomerate, headed by a 
b-a-d Christopher Plummer. 
James Spader, recycling his per¬ 
formances in Bad Influence and 
Dream Lover, plays Jack’s 
obsequiously conniving col¬ 
league. Jack turns the other 
muzzle until the editor’s wolf 
essence (or whatever it is) kicks 
in, after which vengeance is his. 

Nichols has never met a 
scene he didn’t want to overex¬ 
tend. With a film like Who’s 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf, that’s 
no big deal, but Jim Harrison 
and Wesley Strick don’t develop 
character quite as well as 
Edward Albee. Fortunately, 
Giuseppe Rotunno’s cinematog¬ 
raphy and the wary chemistry 
between Nicholson and 
Michelle Pfeiffer lure one back 
into Wolf’s lair. 

Not ‘Blown 
Away’ 

A cast as talented as Wolf’s 
can’t save Blown Away from 
dingbat scripting. Madman 
Tommy Lee Jones seems to 
have located the same Rube 
Goldberg Guide to Explosives 
that Dennis Hopper uses in 
Speed. Jones is out to ruin for¬ 
mer IRA compatriot and now 
bomb-squad expert Jeff Bridges. 
Forest Whitaker, offed by the 
IRA in The Crying Game, is 
reincarnated to help Bridges 
thwart Jones. 

I don’t know whose script 
came first, Graham Yost’s for 
Speed or John Batteer and John 
Rice’s for Blown Away, but 
somebody owes somebody an 
apology. There hasn’t been this 


much coincidence in product 
design since Chrysler and 
Toyota unveiled nearly identical 
minivans the same season. 

Blown Away opens with an 
hors d’oeuvre crisis similar to 
Speed’s and closes with a car 
that will blow up if its driver 
puts on the brakes. In between 
there are a few other familiar 
elements, most of which Speed 
incorporates more proficiently. 

Universal 

Coverage 

Universal, the studio that 
never met a remake or deriva¬ 
tive story line it didn’t like, is 
releasing six films in 1994 (out 
of a total of 14) it picked up at 
the concept recycling center. 
The year began with a why- 
bother revision of The Getaway, 
followed by The Paper, which 
lifted much from - oh, I’m 
sorry, paid homage to - the past. 

Carl Laemmle’s artistic heirs 
also have given us The 
Flintstones and The Shadow, 
with The Little Rascals and 
Casper (that friendly ghost) yet 
to come. 

The Flintstones ’ special 
effects are great, but the product 
placement is beyond shameless 
and the plot retarded. Forty min¬ 
utes of this was plenty, but then 
they weren’t making this for 
barren folks like me. 

Having recently watched 
Elizabeth Taylor’s Oscar-win¬ 
ning performances in 
Butterfield 8 and Nichols’ 
Virginia Woolf again, her brief 
turn in The Flintstones left me 
embarrassed for her, but not half 
as much as I was for John 
Goodman as Fred. I guess set¬ 
ting up those mixed live 
action/animation sequences - 
loved that digital Dino - takes 
so many months that director 
Brian Levant didn’t notice 
Goodman imitating Jackie 
Gleason in some scenes, Walter 
Matthau and W.C Fields in oth¬ 
ers, and occasionally lapsing 
into his Roseanne shtick. 

Well, at least Rosie 
O’Donnell got Betty’s laugh 
down perfectly. 

Love Those 
Nails 

Any film that starts with Alec 
Baldwin smoking opium and 
sporting long, reddish finger¬ 
nails, as does The Shadow, 
immediately grabs my attention. 
This kooky adaptation of the 
radio serial doesn’t quite gel, 
but its art direction is dazzling. 

The film has the quirky sense 
of humor one expects from a 
serial or comic strip, where the 
action incongruously stops for a

smart-aleck quip or a round of 
verbal sparring, then picks right 
back up. In the movie, these 
transitions are often labored and 
force the actors out of character 
- except when Jonathan Winters 
and Tim “Guess I’m Stuck 
Being Frank’n’Furter” Curry 
open their lovable gobs. 

Like Batman and its 
sequel, The Shadow never 
adequately communicates the 
psychic wounds that motivate 
its hero’s deeds. The Shadow’s 
nature is too elusive for view¬ 
ers to connect fully with him, 
but his film is zany enough to 
entertain. 


Double 

Trouble 

Somewhere in the middle of 
these megapics Nick Nolte and 
Julia “Blank Reaction for Every 
Occasion” Roberts popped up as 
reporters trying to scoop each 
other in I Love Trouble. The pic¬ 
ture’s not sure if it’s an action pic¬ 
ture or a Myma Loy-William 
Powell adventure, but either way it 
fails. A few more of these and Julia 
can take that second retirement 

I wasn’t desperate enough to 
sit through three hours of Kevin 
Costner as Wyatt Earp, but 


come to think of it that might 
not have been as grueling as gay 
fest bombolas like Cap 
Tourmente, Muscle and The 
Creation of Adam. Not that 
Frameline didn’t serve up some 
gems - Dottie Gets Spanked, Go 
Fish and World and Time 
Enough among them - but this 
was not a stellar SFILGFF year. 

Nor is it shaping up to be one 
for Hollywood. With Interview 
With the Vampire a supposed 
dog, Casper a fall highlight - 
and Serial Mom one of the 
bright spots to date - this could 
turn out to be the year that did¬ 
n’t matter. ▼

this in a void, and you have to 
come up with numbers that 
make sense,” says Roshan. 
“You’re operating in this vacu¬ 


um of knowledge about the gay 
community 

“You’re dealing in a commu¬ 
nity that has a divergence of 
interests,” he continues. 
“There’s lots of different gay 
communities, there isn’t one gay 
community, and editorially the 


general trend in magazine pub¬ 
lishing has been targeting edito¬ 
rial to a certain group of people, 
which is basically what this is, 
but then how much do a lesbian 
living in Oregon and a gay 
leatherman living in New York 
City have in common? What is 
the point where interests con¬ 
verge?” 

The gay Rolling Stone 

But Roshan thought he 
had overcome these problems. 
Three different business plans 
and months of market research 
had created a different kind of 
gay magazine, one that could 
become a financial success - 
even if on a small scale for Time 
Warner - by bringing together 
more gay readers than any other 
magazine. 

“I call it a gay Rolling 
Stone because I didn’t want it to 
be super glossy. I wanted it to 
look kind of raw,” Roshan says, 
stressing that Tribe was not a 
glitzy “lifestyle” magazine. “It 
would be a writers’ magazine 
that traded on the gay sensibili¬ 
ty rather than immerse itself 
completely in gay issues.” 

Why, if Time Warner 
had faith in the project for 
months and knew the numbers 
would be relatively low from 
the beginning, did it kill the 
magazine so late in the game? 

“As a company we 
have yet to figure out a good 
way of doing smaller maga¬ 
zines,” says David Stewart, gen¬ 
eral manager of Time Warner’s 
Martha Stewart Living. Stewart 
worked with Roshan on Tribe, 
and insists that Time Warner’s 
move is nothing controversial. 
“Timing on things isn’t always 
perfect, and we’re just a little 
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ahead of the curve, maybe,” he 
says. 

Persistent rumors 

Despite Time Warner’s 
contention that killing Tribe 
was strictly a business decision, 
rumors persist that other factors 
were involved. On June 6, The 
New York Times reported 
rumors that pressure from the 
religious right may have influ¬ 
enced Time Warner’s decision. 
While Time Warner representa¬ 
tives deny these allegations, 
other reliable sources at Time 
Warner say the rumors are true. 
On the record, however, Time 
Warner’s party-line denial 
holds. 

Others point to the res¬ 
ignation of openly gay editor 
Jonathan Van Meter from Time 
Warner’s hip-hop mag Vibe last 
month as another reason. Again, 
while the mumbling persists 
about a possible correlation in 
letting go of two prominent gay 
editors at roughly the same time. 
Time Warner categorically denies 
any connection whatsoever. 

“If there’s any connec¬ 
tion between Vibe and Tribe,” 
Stewart says, “it’s the fact that 
smaller scale magazines can 
require as much management 
time as bigger magazines I think 
that’s what they’ve learned from 
the Vibe experience.” 

Time Warner’s deci¬ 
sion to fold Tribe was purely a 
business decision, Stewart 
stresses. And as one who put in 
months of work on the project 
himself, he sees others rushing 
to find conspiracies where there 
are none to be found. 

“I think people have 
been trying to make a lot of dif¬ 
ferent connections here,” says 
Stewart. “People love to talk in 
the media community about 
other media properties. People 
have been looking for more dra¬ 
matic explanations than have 
existed.” 

Stewart is adamant in 
defending Time Warner for at 
least giving the project a try 
when no other magazine pub¬ 
lisher has even considered such 
a magazine. Time Warner has 
made a sincere effort on behalf 
of the community, he says. 

Queers aren’t big business 


The fact that Tribe was 
a gay publication wasn’t even 
an issue for Time Warner, says 
Gil Rogin, editor-at-large for 
Time Inc. Ventures. “People are 
desperately searching for some 
kind of rationale as to why we 
got out,” he says. “The whole 
gay thing was never a problem, 
it was never addressed. It was a 
non-issue until we figured out 
whether it was a business.” 

And business is where 
the magazine fell apart. As Time 
Inc. Ventures President Bob 
Miller told The New York Times, 
“It’s difficult to imagine taking 
on a magazine that would not 
make several million dollars 
annually in profits.” 

“There’s a very dedi¬ 
cated market, but it is somewhat 
limited in scale,” says Rogin. 
“Bob Miller is absolutely right. 
Gay publications have not 
demonstrated to date that 
they’re big business.” 

Still, Rogin is a serious 
champion of Roshan and Tribe, 
and he insists that the project is 
not dead in the water. 

“I call this a cryogenic maga¬ 
zine - it’s not going to die,” he 
says. “It’s going to thaw, one 
way or another, whether Time 
[Warner] is involved with it, and 
I hope is.” 

Roshan has other investors 
interested in Tribe, and he is 
continuing to work on the pro¬ 
ject. Time Warner may retain a 
financial interest in the maga¬ 
zine, or work strictly on the dis¬ 
tribution end, or let the publica¬ 
tion go elsewhere entirely. 
Wherever it ends up, Tribe has 
not yet heard its death knell. 

“Maybe this should be 
a grassroots kind of magazine,” 
says Roshan, thinking, perhaps, 
back to his stint at QW. “Maybe 
that’s how it would be most suc¬ 
cessful. If we could come up 
with a situation whereby we 
retain editorial control and make 
it the kind of magazine that we 
want it to be, yet can take 
advantage of certain Time Inc. 
resources, then we’d be in the 
best position.” 

Even in the wake of 
having his project axed, Roshan 
maintains a veil of optimism. 
“At the end of the day, maybe 
it’s a blessing in disguise.” T

Opening the Vocal Vault 


Rosa Ponselle 


"TELL ME ABOUT YOOR FIRST TIME”

W ith no opera dur¬ 
ing the summer 
this is the per¬ 
fect time for 
lovers of great 
singing to bliss out on CDs fea¬ 
turing great singers of the past. 
Numerous record companies are 
exploring this rich field, gener¬ 
ally cleaning up the sound so the 
voices come through with 
astonishing clarity. (In this 
regard, you can hardly go wrong 
with anything on Nimbus 
Records’ Prima Voce series.) 

Several labels have begun 
reissuing recordings made by 
the great American soprano 
Rosa Ponselle, and there is per¬ 
haps no better place to start 
exploring historic singers. One 
need only listen to any selection 
from Romophone’s two-CD set 
Rosa Ponselle: The Victor 
Recordings (1923-25) to under¬ 
stand why most singers, critics 
and vocal connoisseurs agree 
that hers was one of the greatest 
voices, period. 

If your experience with Aida, 
Forza del Destino, Emani and 
Gioconda has been formed by 
listening to performances (or 
recordings) from the last 
decade, hearing Ponselle sing 
arias and duets from these 
works will provide a pleasant 
shock. At present, there is no 
true dramatic soprano for the 
Italian repertoire singing on the 
international circuit, merely 
lighter-voiced talents who cope 
with the roles as best they can. 
Listening to Ponselle one 
instantly realizes the difference. 
Her dark, creamy voice is seam¬ 
less from top to bottom, she has 
a glorious - and apparently end¬ 
less - trill, and she positively 
sails through the music, caress¬ 
ing the words and phrases 
effortlessly. In addition, her 
voice was so large it is said that 
her hum could fill Washington’s 
Constitution Hall. 

Romophone’s reissue is 
organized chronologically, 
beginning with a session on 
December 5, 1923 and ending in 
June 1925. And since unpub¬ 
lished takes are included, we 


often have two, or even three 
different versions of the same 
number. Given Ponselle’s 
artistry this is not overkill, and 
one can only hope Romophone 
intends to expand the series to 
include the soprano’s sessions 
for Victor, giving us every scrap 
of her RCA legacy. 

Another British company, 
Pearl, has also mined the 
Ponselle vault. Their two-CD 
box set has 41 of her earliest 
recordings, made for Columbia 
between 1918 and 1923, and 
includes four duets she made 
with her sister Carmela, a 
mezzo. When Rosa made her 
Met debut opposite Caruso in 
November 1918 at the first Met 
performance of Forza del 
Destino, her career had been 
limited to vaudeville. Not only 
had she never sung opera 
before, she’d only seen two in 
her entire life. Going directly 
from Broadway to the Met 
seems unbelievable today, but 
after listening to Rosa and 
Carmela embellish songs like 
“Cornin’ Thro’ the Rye” as if 
they had been written by Bellini 
or Rossini, it seems a perfectly 
natural progression. 

Glowing Wagner 

Tenor Max Lorenz sang at 
the Met both before and after 
World War II, but he is not near¬ 
ly as well known to American 
opera lovers as his friend 
Lauritz Melchior, with whom he 
shared the major Wagnerian 
roles. Between the two, I 
haven’t always preferred 
Lorenz. Not only is he a better 
musician, but his masculine, 
heroic voice has a brilliant, 
tightly focused, often plangent 
ring in the top, perfect for roles 
like Siegmund and Tristan. 

Myto Records has done 
every Wagnerian a huge favor 
by starting their CD Max Lorenz 
Recital 1933-1957 with the 
final scene from Walkure Act I, 
taken from a 1941 Berlin radio 
performance with Maria 
Reining. Lorenz and Reining 
are as perfect a couple as 
Callas/DiStefano or 

Sayao/Bjoerling. The soprano’s 
silvery, innocent, intensely fem¬ 


inine sound is a wonderful foil 
for the tenor’s voice, and the 
emotion they generate - from 
hesitant questioning to growing 
wonder to the beginning of erot¬ 
ic ecstasy - is exactly what 
Wagner wanted. It is also, alas, 
what we almost never get 
onstage today. Even though the 
conductor, Artur Rother, is no 
great shakes, he allows Lorenz 
and Reining to do their thing. 
The result is the best perfor¬ 
mance of this music I have ever 
heard. 

Also included are two rare, 
live excerpts from Bayreuth (in 
remarkable sound): three min¬ 
utes from Siegfried Act II 
(1938); and nine minutes of 
Parsifal (1933) with Alexander 
Kipnis and Richard Strauss 
himself conducting. Lorenz, as 
the young Siegfried, is a wonder 
but he’s less persuasive as 
Parsifal. 

The rest of the disk offers 
post-war recordings of arias by 
Wagner, Verdi, Halevy and 
Leoncavallo, all sung in 
German and none showing 
Lorenz at his best - though 
Otello’s death scene still packs 
quite a punch. However, a 1957 
broadcast of Irving Berlin’s 
“There’s No Business Like 
Show Business” (done auf 
Deutsch, naturlich ) with 
Eberhard Waechter and Brenda 
Lewis would get any opera- 
lover’s party off to an hysterical 
start. T

Well, if Plimpton can tem¬ 
porarily join the ranks of the 
NFL and the NHL in order to 
write about pro sports, why 
couldn’t I join the this country’s 
premier lesbian softball team for 
a week? 

The Cafe women’s softball 
team, formerly Box It, is San 
Francisco’s athletic gem. The 
truth is, my girlfriend plays on 
the team, and I’ve been follow¬ 
ing them for the last four years. 
And what a four years it’s been: 
Three Gay World Series titles, 
and now Gay Games gold, 
which is a repeat of the gold 
medal performance by a portion 
of the team who played under 
the flag of the Artemis Cafe at 
Gay Games III in Vancouver.

Outside of the so-called gay 
sports world. The Cafe has been 
just as successful, placing sec¬ 
ond in the women’s state tourna¬ 
ment last year and fifth at the 
USSSA Class A women’s 
national championships, the 
tournament some refer to as The 
Closet World Series. 

So, that’s four years of com¬ 
petitive softball I’ve witnessed, 
as well as the accompanying 
dyke drama, and not a single 
murder has taken place. For that 
alone the team deserves a tro¬ 
phy. The team also has a healthy 
dose of humor in its play. When 
I got my chance to debut at sec¬ 
ond base (our team having 
already built an insurmountable 
lead), I got to join in the infield 
bonding ritual, a merry cheer on 
the pitcher’s mound: ‘Tit’s up!” 
I knew from my days as specta¬ 
tor, that if I hit a home run. I’d 
be greeted by a line of high- 
fives and one equally congratu¬ 
latory grab of my crotch. 
(Although a homer was not in 
my stars, my second-base play 
earned me a grab anyway.) 

At week’s end, however, my 
favorite cheer was: Cafe Ole! Or 
was it Cafe au lait? 

As it turned out, there was 
plenty to cheer about. 

“Talent isn’t everything,” 
said Terri Taylor, who has plen¬ 
ty of talent of her own, especial¬ 
ly in the batter’s box. “I’ve 
played on teams with more tal¬ 
ent, but this team sticks togeth¬ 
er. I give our coaches, Vicky 
(Hierro) and Evelyn (Oltman) 
credit for helping us come 
through when we needed to.” 

Coach Hierro, in turn, credits 
the players, their camaraderie, 
and the team’s collective experi¬ 
ence for the success. “We have a 
core of veteran players that get 


along really well. We’ve known 
each other for a long time, and 
we know how to keep our poise 
under pressure.” said Hierro. 

Obviously, some players 
have moved on and new ones 
arrived, but it seems to me that 
Mary Newman has been in left 
field forever - except for the 
rare occasion when she is need¬ 
ed on the pitching mound. And 
she’s every bit as reliable there, 
making the toughest of plays 
look routine. 

Injuries have taken their toll, 
a couple of bad backs and a tom 
calf muscle, but these are com¬ 
petitive women who step it up 
when they need to, even when it 
hurts. And it didn’t hurt to have 
outfielder/chiropractor Abby 
Irwin join the squad and 
increase the team’s training staff 
to two, counting Abby’s girl¬ 
friend, Andrea. Some players 
shift position more often than 
the San Andreas fault, but flexi¬ 
bility goes a long way in sports 
when you are in for the long 
haul. 

Defensively, the team is 
strong both in the outfield and 
the infield, but nobody wins 
games in slow-pitch softball 
without scoring runs, and The 
Cafe has had reliable bats that 
could hit for placement. 

To complicate matters, how¬ 
ever, not only does the team 
have a reputation for winning, 
but also a reputation for losing - 
one. 

“I always expect us to win 
the big game,” said Taylor. “I 
also expect to lose one, but only 
one. It’s as if losing one has 
become our trademark. We lost 
one in almost every World 
Series. But it never bothers me 
to lose. I think sometimes we 
need it as a kick in the pants.”

At the Gay Games, The Cafe 
played true to its from. Their 
sole loss came during round 
robin play, a 5-9 defeat at the 
hands of the Washington D.C. 
Trojans. I was playing tennis 
during that game, but all indica¬ 
tors, meaning all the players’ 
comments, pointed to an ugly 
game in which few hit and too 
many made errors. “You didn’t 
miss a thing,” said one player 
who preferred to remain anony¬ 
mous. Hierro called it “Error 
city.” 

The round-robin play was 
designed to split the field into 
two divisions - competitive and 
recreational - and to determine 
the seedings in each. Once the 
brackets were drawn the single¬ 
elimination format added pres¬ 
sure on The Cafe not to drop 
another. It was win all or no 
gold. 

The competitive bracket was 
just that: highly competitive. 
“The field was much stronger 
than what we saw in 
Vancouver,” said Taylor, refer¬ 
ring to Gay Games HI. “So, we 
had to be stronger.” 

Hierro said, “As a team, we 
stayed confident and played our 
best in the end. The losing was 
good for us in that it made us 
dig deeper.” 

Stronger and deeper they 
were, shutting out the Trojans, 
14-0, in the rematch. 

Then, in the semi-finals. 
Dona Neilson unloaded a grand 
slam blast to lift The Cafe past 
the Santa Cruz Ms. Fits, 10-4. 

In the championship game 
against Cleveland’s Just Us, the 
bats were again alive with 
power. 

“The team was pretty loose 
once we lost,” said outfielder 
Mary Newman. “It woke us up 
to reality. We play badly and we 
lost, and that really centered us. 
We came together. I’ve never 
seen us hit with power the way 
we did in the tournament.” she 
said. 

Taylor hit a game-tying 
homer, shortstop Pam Edde con¬ 
nected in the clutch, and pitcher 
Tisa Wagner hit a tater of her 
own to gain victory, 12-6. And 
though it was the hitting that 
took the lead, the defense held 
it. Outfielders Newman, Irwin, 
Reynoso, and Neilson played 
flawlessly, Edde and Lynn 
Adams were solid up the mid¬ 
dle, and Nancy Orcutt’s clutch 


play at third helped shut down 
Cleveland’s final rally. 

Rounding out the champi¬ 
onship squad were GSLers 
Wendy Gershow and Ellen 
McDougal, both of whom hit 
well throughout the week, 
Connecticut pick-up Donna 
Lattarulo, my fellow two- 
sporter Claire Monfort, who 
also competed in the Gay 
Games golf competition, and 
me. 

“There’s no doubt we’re a 
team comprised of money play¬ 
ers,” said infielder Maureen 
Bennett. “When it’s been time 
to perform, players have always 
come through. Every time 
there’s been a big game, we’ve 
won it. We have a lot of veter¬ 
ans, and it really shows in our 
ability to make clutch plays to 
win key games.” 

And the game for gold was a 
key game, perhaps a last hurrah. 
“It was very sad when it was 
over, when we won the gold, 
because we’re disbanding.” said 
Mary Ann Reynoso. 
“Everybody’s going to go their 
different ways, but there’s been 
a lot of talent on this team, a lot 
of heart, and a lot of drive. 
We’ve had a good run. For 
years. We’ve accomplished a lot 
- in the city leagues, the GSL, 
and tournaments.” 

Newman, too, acknowledged 
the bittersweet feeling of play¬ 
ing so well and knowing this 
may be the end of competitive, 
high level, committed softball. 
For many years, Newman 
played against the player she 
now calls teammates. She cred¬ 
its the team with opening her up 
to “another side of the sport that 
I never expected, which was to 
meet a lot of gay men through 
softball. And,” she added, “I 
met my girlfriend on this team.” 

Newman, who has had a 
great deal of success on the soft- 
ball field, including being 
named All-American, said “To 
get the gold medal at the Gay 
Games, where the first thing 
celebrated is being gay and sec¬ 
ond is being an athlete, and 
playing for my hometown, San 
Francisco, it’s a real treat.” 

Is this the end of an era? It 
may well be. 

It is for Hierro, who retires 
with three Gay Games gold 
medals and three Gay World 
Series trophies on her shelf. But 
like all the players, she has 


unretirable memories. In fact, 
one of Hierro’s most memorable 
Gay Games moments is “the 
double I cranked to left field 
into the wind over Diane 
Kallium’s head in Gay Games 
II.” 

As for the recent victory in 
Central Park? “Oh yeah, this is 
way up there,” said Hierro, 
adding, “From now on. I’m 
going to enjoy being a spectator 
and reading books.” 

She ought to start with the 
record books. After all, she and 
her team have been rewriting 
them for years. T

It’s prudent to say, at this 
point, that leadership is defined 
not only by having a title and 
appearing hither and yon at ben¬ 
efits and organizations, but by 
initiating worthwhile projects. 
Imbued with this philosophy, 
Brent Lacey (without a leather 
title) began the Red Ribbon 
Project in Melbourne with little 
more than a handful of volun¬ 
teers from his club, The 
Melbourne Leather Men. It’s 
now a battallion of gay and 


straight volunteers. 

The success of the project 
spread throughout Australia, 
gamering feature stories in the 
Australian press, television 
interviews and public appear¬ 
ances on behalf of the sale of the 
red ribbons. Besides the single 
red ribbon, ribbons with the gay 
pride colors and leather pride 
colors were also produced and 
sold to the tune of at least one 
million Australian dollars. 

Brent’s charismatic good 
looks and personality were defi¬ 
nitely assets in launching his 
Red Ribbon Project. But more 
than that it was his sensitivity to 


the plight of AIDS patients and 
his understanding of the concept 
of the San Francisco AIDS 
Emergency Fund that made this 
such a successful project, one 
undertaken with verve, caring 
and love of his fellow man. 
Brent Lacey’s accomplishments 
and the subsequent honor 
bestowed upon him by the rank¬ 
ing dignitary of the British 
Commonwealth is what we 
think about when we talk-the- 
talk about “Leather Pride.” 
Brent’s characteristic modesty 
pales in light of his caring. His 
stature as a role model for 
younger leathermen, both in 
Australia and around the world, 
is just one more reason for 
leathermen and women to aspire 
to lead, with or without a title, 
and inspire others to do the 
same.

Priam

Nobody could accuse the 89- 
year-old Tippett, who has been 
out as a gay man for decades, of 
taking the easy road. As a child 
he got into trouble at school 
because he refused to join the 
army cadet corps and declared 
himself an atheist. When he 
boycotted house prayers, school 
officials asked his parents to 
take him home. During World 
War II he served three months in 
prison after refusing to under¬ 
take non-combat duties as a 
conscientious objector. (From 
jail he wrote to a friend: “I went 
to the Sunday morning Church 
of England service because I’d 
never before heard a thousand 
men singing those hymns; they 
were glorious.” Obviously pris¬ 
ons have changed a bit since the 
1940s.) 

His second opera, Priam , is a 
difficult, not especially grateful 
work for both performers and 
audience. The composer wrote 
his own libretto based on 
Homer’s Iliad , and it deals with 
the results of King Priam’s deci¬ 
sion to have his young son, 
Paris, murdered after hearing a 
prophecy that Paris will cause 
the King’s death. Saved by a 
shepherd, Paris eventually is 
reunited with his father (and 
older brother Hector), then falls 
in love with Helen (who is 
already married), thus causing a 
war between Greece and Troy 
and the deaths of most of the 
male characters. 

Tippett deliberately down¬ 
plays emotions in favor of an 
“objective” delineation of the 
choices characters must make, 
which results in an opera for the 
brain, not the heart. Opening 
night (July 1) neither Chester 
Patton as King Priam nor 
Stephen Guggenheim as 
Achilles was able to capitalize 
on the few times Tippett gives a 
character the chance to engage 
the audience’s sympathy 
through music. 

Without studying the score, 
and only knowing the opera 
from its 1980 recording, it’s 
impossible to judge the musical 
accuracy of the performance. 
Kristin Clayton as Andromache, 
Hector’s wife, seemed the least 
overwhelmed of the major 
singers and was occasionally 
able to do something with her 
role. Though everyone on stage 
was obviously working hard to 
bring the opera to life, by far the 
best performance took place in 
the pit under SF Opera Music 
Director Donald Runnicles, who 
obviously was having a wonder¬ 
ful time. He paced the work 
well and generally allowed the 
singers to be heard. (Though 
only William George as Hermes 
was able to consistently enunci¬ 
ate the English words under¬ 
standably.) The entire orchestra 
was brilliant, especially the new 
concertmaster, Kay Stern. 
Brava! 

Other members of the cast, 
all of whom are Adler Fellows, 
include Claudia Waite as 
Hecuba, Earle Patriarco as 
Hector, Alfredo Portilla as Paris, 
Elizabeth Bishop as Helen and 
Eduardo del Campo as 
Patroclus. 

The Opera Center’s presenta¬ 
tion of new and unusual reper¬ 
toire, often in small theaters, is a 
valuable undertaking and one 
which deserves to be supported 
enthusiastically. Giving King 
Priam at Theater Artaud was an 
inspired idea. But, as grateful as 
one must be for the opportunity 
to see Tippett’s work on stage, 
one cannot help questioning its 


use as the 1994 Opera Center 
Showcase, since it mainly point¬ 
ed up the weaknesses of all the 
singers rather than their 
strengths. Even given the diffi¬ 
culty of Tippett’s anti-vocal 
writing, one was left with the 
impression of a cast over¬ 
whelmed by its task. And that’s 
not good for either the singers or 
the Opera Center. T

Musical Measures

Pansy Division 
Deflowered 
Lookout Records 

Pansy Division, the mainstay 
in San Francisco’s so-called 
“queercore” scene, doesn’t real¬ 
ly break new musical ground on 
Deflowered, the band’s second 
album. While the explicitly pro¬ 
queer lyrics certainly set them 
apart from any number of other 
bands, it’s not always enough to 
sustain interest. Lavender lyrics 
don’t disguise the fact that the 
music sounds pretty much the 
same. And, come to think of it, 
the lyrics sound pretty much the 
same too, as they center around 
one thing - yup, you guessed it 
- sex. 

One thing’s for sure, though, 
Jon Ginoli has a knack for writ¬ 
ing witty rhyming couplets, like 
in the anti-LA diatribe “Fluffy 
City,” or in “Negative Queen.” 
Unfortunately for every line that 
works, there’s one that comes 
off as really dumb, like in 
“Beercan Boy”: “I want to get 
him off and feel his silky jizz. I 
want to pop his top and see him 
spurt and fizz.” Lyrics like that 
explain why this band is some¬ 
times labeled a “novelty act.” 

There are, however, a few 
surprises on Deflowered. 
Bassist Chris Freeman gets to 
sing lead vocals on “James 
Bondage,” proving that he 
should be singing more often. 
“Deep Water” almost sounds 
like something you’d hear on 



college radio - and I don’t mean 
that as an insult. “Denny” deals 
candidly with a person who has 
AIDS, without being sentimen¬ 
tal or morbid. And though it 
may be a somewhat pedestrian 
cover, I rather like their version 
of Pete Shelley’s 

“Homosapien.” 

Pansy Division shows poten¬ 
tial on a few songs here. 
Musically, however, they have a 
ways to go in the originality 
department. At least their songs 
have their heart in the right 
place. So until more fag rock 
bands come along, it’s nice to 
know that there’s at least one 
band out there doing stuff like 
this. 

Kristin Hersh 
Hips And Makers 
(Sire) 

Delicate, stark, soft, dark, 
harsh, biting, sad, surreal, 
spooky, beautiful - you get the 


idea. This is simply the most 
emotionally gripping album 
I’ve heard this year. Taking a 
break from her band, Throwing 
Muses, this is Kristin’s first solo 
venture, a subtle piece of work 
consisting only of her unique 
voice and skilled acoustic guitar 
playing. Her songwriting is 
intriguing and full of subtextual 
nuance. Lyrics such as “This 
hairdo is truly evil, I’m not sure 
it’s mine,” may sound surreal on 
the surface, but hearing it sung 
in her bristling sharp alto can 
produce chills. A soft vulnera¬ 
bility - not previously evi¬ 
denced by Throwing Muses - is 
stunningly revealed. 

Therapy? 

Troublegum 

(A&M) 

“My girlfriend says that I 
need help. My boyfriend says 
I’d be better off dead.” So 
begins this Irish trio’s third 
domestic release, a gritty CD 
slab of buzz-saw guitars, self- 
effacing lyrics, and hooks large 
enough to hang yourself from - 
which might be the idea, given 
the angry “I’m in pain” materi¬ 
al. It’s not at all surprising that 
they cover Joy Division’s 
“Isolation.” What is surprising 
is that they actually pull it off. 
And while they may seem a bit 
one-dimensional, there’s some 
underlying black humor on 
Troublegaum that only comes 
across with repeated listening. 
This record may very well be a 
guilty pleasure, but it sure does 
kick some ass. T

Critical Details 

Analytical Musings

The Eye Gallery’s current 
show reveals an elegantly 
ordered, personal fascination 
with visual gender codes by 
Canadian artist Nina Levitt. 
Mining tum-of-the-century pho¬ 
tographic portraits from 
Notman’s Archives, Levitt pro¬ 
duces a renegade body of select 
imagery that explores, among 
other things, good old-fashioned 
lesbian invisibility, the missing 
body in institutional representa¬ 
tion, as well as lurid 1960s yel¬ 
low press sensationalizations of 
bad girls. 

Levitt’s individual pieces 
mix art strategies from John 
Baldessari’s spin on appropriat¬ 
ed stock photography to Millie 
Wilson’s comment on subjectiv¬ 
ity in her Museum of Lesbian 


Dreams. Her theatrical system¬ 
atizing and blatant seductions of 
hide and seek are best described 
by Alison Gillmore in the 
Winnipeg Free Press: 

“Levitt’s central interest is 
the hidden sexual possibilities in 
nominally conventional images. 
Submerged 1991, takes a group 
portrait by tum-of-the-century 
American photographer Alice 
Austen, repeating it but always 
blocking part of it, so it can’t be 
read as a whole. 

The image features two pairs 
of embracing women. Levitt’s 
cropping of the photo tends to 
underline rather than disguise 
the joyful, slightly bashful exu¬ 
berance of the subjects. 

The very sweet and physical¬ 
ly tender friendships of upper- 
class women in the Victorian 
age were quite acceptable. (It’s 


said that Queen Victoria didn’t 
bother to outlaw lesbianism 
along with male homosexuality 
simply because she couldn’t 
imagine it.) Seen in a post- 
Freudian light, however, these 
girlish affections seem more 
like sexual undercurrents in oth¬ 
erwise very straightened lives. 

Calamity 1991 uses a photo¬ 
graph of Calamity Jane, who 
dressed - and sometimes passed 
- as a man of the Old West. 
Levitt singles out a few telling 
points - hands, lap, feet - that 
seem to signal “femaleness” in 
Calamity’s butch persona. 

But the final effect is to sug¬ 
gest the arbitrariness of what is 
deemed male and female. (And 
there’s a certain connection 
between Calamity Jane’s west¬ 
ern cross-dressing, and the 
rather ‘femme’ vanity of the 


average male cowboy, with his 
high-heeled boots and tight, 
brightly colored shirts.)” 

However, this kind of project 
cuts both ways. It revives what 
has been passed over within ‘the 
record’ while precariously navi¬ 
gating the pitfalls of exporting 
contemporary values onto his¬ 
torical data. Here the artist suc¬ 
ceeds in an exquisite re-reading 
of her material while avoiding 
oversimplified graftings of the 
present onto the past. Her strate¬ 
gy of widening the margins of 
archeological ambiguity while 
narrowing the focus on critical 
details calls attention to the con¬ 
ceits of historical narrative, 
social constructions of sensibili¬ 
ty, and hence, the nature of dif¬ 
ference itself. 

This is the central debate 
around which revisionist history 


revolves. By cocking your head 
to the left the artist suggests you 
may survey the palimpsest that 
forever influences interpreta¬ 
tions of significant change. 
Think, for instance, of how 
many versions of Stonewall, the 
origin myth of the gay move¬ 
ment, are begging to be retold. 
In regards to the aforementioned 
rebellion, this exhibition, then, 
is timely, as it questions as well 
as attempts to locate, own and 
respect the mindboggling sub¬ 
jectivity and contradictions that 
are part and parcel of formulat¬ 
ing a collective past. ▼
